SACRAMENTO (AP) - While 
most of California’s 19 million 
residents sleep, Ronald Reagan 
will become their governor in a 
unique post-midnight ceremony 
in the State Capitol rotunda Jan. 
2. 
The 12:10 a m. swearing - in 
time was chosen, the Republi­ 
can governor-elect said yester­ 
day, because “we didn’t want to 
interfere with the continuity of 
the administration.” 
Reagan, who defeated Demo­ 
cratic Gov. Brown’s try for a 
third term in the Nov. 8 elec­ 
tion, will deliver his inaugural 
address from the west steps of 
the Capitol three days later. 
An inaugural ball, open to the 
public, is planned the night of 
Jan. 5, but tickets for the affair 
will be sold, a Reagan aide said, 
“because we have to pay for 
it.” 
Meanwhile. Reagan continued 
the formation of his administra­ 
tion with appointment of two 
young men to the jobs of cabinet 
secretary and liaison with the 
Assembly, which is controlled 
by Democrats, 42-38. 
William P. Clark Jr., 35, an 
Oxnard rancher and attorney, 
will coordinate Reagan policy 
with department and agency 
chiefs as cabinet secretary. 
Jack B. Lindsey, 41. a Los An­ 
geles businessman, 
will work 
with the Assembly. 
Announcing the time he would 
take the oath of office, Reagan 
noted. “The law prescribes that 
at midnight it is the end of the 
present administration. I hate to 
be a pessimist, but accidents 
may happen. I don’t want any­ 
thing to interfere.” 
The statement was not fully 
explained and some political ob­ 
servers speculated the time was 
designed to thwart any last- 
minute appointments by Brown 
Lyn Nofziger, Reagan’s press 
secretary, said. though, “That’s 
not it at all . . .

Karen said her father, al­ 
ready in his robe and pajamas, 
fell asleep before the television 
and was asleep there when she 
went to bed at 10:30 p. rn. Wear 
ing the same robe and pajamas, 
her father was preparing break­ 
fast when she awoke the next 
morning, she said. 
Her mother, Donna Ward, 32, 
saying she hoped to “save her 
husband,” confessed she had 
been unfaithful to him and had 
intimate affairs with Norman 
Call, already convicted of mur­ 
der and of conspiring to kill 
Wilson, and with Ben Rasnick, 
awaiting trial on charges of 
murder and conspiracy in con­ 
nection with the killing. 
Wilson was the leader of the 
AFL-CIO Painter’s Union local 
in San Francisco.

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STRESS REACTION 
VARIES BY RACE 


Scientists Say ll. S. Whites Sound Off, 


Typical Negro Represses His Reactions 


i

, w ashington — Negro anc 
white Americans choose dif­ 
ferent ways of coping with 
stress, says a French-born Texas 
psychologist after a study. But 
Negroes may have to find new 
patterns of reaction as the re­ 
strictions of American society 
relax. A noted American anthro­ 
pologist, however, believes the 
problem may be significantly 
more complex. 
Until now, says Dr. Maurice 
Gonnan, a psychologist at the 
University of Texas’ Southwest­ 
ern Medical School, Negroes liv­ 
ing in the United States have 
chosen to repress rather than 
express their frustrations. 
Wh:'e the Negro pattern was 
repression, the white was ex­ 
pression, said Dr. Korman. 
He bases his conclusion on an 
inventory of 291 teachers—131 
white, 125 Negro and 35 Latin- 
American. 
Asked how they usually re­ 
act to stress, the whites checked 
such self - descriptions as: “I 
just let my feeling out then and 
there,” “I behave like a child, 
do silly things,” and ‘‘I catch 
myself letting out my feelings 
on others.” 
The Negroes, on the other 
hand, more often choose state­ 
ments like: “I make believe the 
problem isn’t there,” ‘‘I evalu­ 
ate it as if I were someone else,” 
and ‘‘The problem just vanish­ 
ed from my mind.” 
Latin-Americans fell midway 
between the two. 


It is well-documented that peo­ 
ple living under high degrees of 
stress use less mature ways o 
handling problems, said Dr. Kor 
man. Repression and denial can 
be considered less mature than 
their opposite — expression. 0!' 
course, he said, ‘‘if expression 
can get you into trouble, the 
best method is to swallow your 
frustration.” 
Dr. Korman said he now sees 
the Negro coping pattern begin 
ning to change. Negro leaders 
are increasingly talking abou 
the 
need 
for 
‘‘psychological 
equality” — the right to have 
radical fringe groups and to 
express themselves whether or 
not they accomplish anything, he 
noted. 
‘‘This may be uncomfortable 
for other people,” he said, ‘‘but 
in general it is more healthy.” 
Comparisons of Negro and 
white attitudes, however, pose 
complications for the experi­ 
menter. 
Anthropologist 
M a r g a r e t 
Mead, of the American Museum 
of Natural History, pointed out 
that Negroes respond differently 
depending on whether the experi­ 
mented is white or Negro. There 
is evidence, she said, that they 
will express themselves fully to 
Negro but not a white re­ 
searchers. 
Also, studies of stress on 
soldiers indicate that the greater 
the stress, the more the indivi­ 
dual will resort to patterns he 
earned early in life, whether 
that pattern is repression or ex­ 
pression. 


Oldsters' Driving Skill 


Put Under The Microscope 


LOS ANGELES (SS)-Whether 
or not the driving skills of older 
citizens change or deteriorate 
with advancing age is being test­ 
ed in a three-year study at the 
University of California at Los 
Angeles. 
‘‘We have focused a lot of at­ 
tention on the young driver, but 
little research has been done at 
the other end of the age scale,” 
says Dr. Slade Hulbert. ‘‘As in 
so many areas of driving be­ 
havior, we get a lot of guesses 
but few hard facts.” 
Dr. Hulbert, a research psy­ 
chologist, and Dr. Harry W. 
Case, associate director of the 
institute of transportation and 
traffic engineering at UCLA, ex­ 
plain one basic purpose of their 
study. 
“TTiere have been a number 
of suggestions that at a certain 
age the driving privileges of 
older people be restricted or 
withdrawn. Such regulations, if 
arbitrarily pegged to chronolog­ 
ical age alone, could prove to 
be quite harmful and unfair to 
many older drivers.” 
A sounder approach, the two 
investigators believe, is to base 
driving 
ability 
on 
scientific 
tests and 
standards w h i c h 
measure the motorist’s motor 
skills, such as his coordination

Bolinsa-Stinson School District 
trustees last n i g h t endorsed 
recommendations by their plan­ 
ning committee for a March 
bond election to meet district 
building needs over the next IO 
yearn. 
The committee recommended 
addition of six classrooms to 
Bolinas School, abandonment of 
one unsafe room at Stinson 
Beach School, renovation and 
conversion to offices of two un­ 
safe rooms at Bolinas School, 
purchase of four farmland acres 
owned by the Floyd Longley 
family adjacent to B o l i n a s 
School, and eventual sale of the 
Stinson Beach School site. 
Timetable for closing Stinson 
Beach School will be determined 
by the adequacy of Bolinas 
School and the sale value of the 
Stinson B e a c h site, trustee 
Arthur E. Carpenter said. 
Without addition of six new 
classrooms to Bolinas School, 
trustees agreed, the district’s 
plant “will be wholly inade 
quate,” Carpenter reported. En­ 
rollment in the district is ex­ 
pected to double by 1975. 
The bond election originally 
was to replace three rooms de­ 
clared unsafe—one at Stinson 
Beach and 
two at Bolinas 
School. T r u s t e e s , however, 
agreed to broaden the scope to 
include district needs over the 
next decade. Trustees fear that 
unification is inevitable and 
would mean that improvements 
in their part of a unified district 
would have a low priority, 
Carpenter explained. 
The bond election was to have 
been in February, but trustees 
must set the amount of the bond 
90 days before an election. The 
amount will be set at the board 
meeting on Dec. 14 at 7:30 p.m. 
at Bolinas School, Carpenter 
said. 
The planning committee will 


consider the amount of the bond 
Wednesday at 8 p.m. at Bolinas 
School. 
An election in March still 
would allow the district time to 
hold a second election before 
July I if the bond failed to pass 
in the first election, Carpenter 
said. A bond must be passed be­ 
fore that date, he explained, to 
allow for it in the new budget 
and to get a full summer of dry 
weather for building.

Ulcer Vaccine 
Now Forecast 
(Special to the I-J) 
LOS ANGELES - The day 
may be fast approaching when 
people will be immunized against 
ulcers, a leading surgeon pre­ 
dicted during a University of 
California Extension • sponsored 
“International 
Symposium on 
Tumors” here. 
Dr. Robert Zollinger, head of 
the department of surgery at 
Ohio State University College of 
Medicine, said hope for an anti­ 
ulcer vaccine lies in the discov­ 
ery of an uncommon form of tu­ 
mor. This was found in the pan­ 
creas, secreting large quantities 
of gastrin, a hormone which 
stimulates the manufacture of 
ulcer-producing acid. 
Localizing the source of the 
acid makes it possible to make 
an antagonist to it, Dr. Zollin­ 
ger said. “If we can make the 
hormone chemically, then we 
can control it by making an anti­ 
hormone. Current methods of 
treating ulcers will then be ob­ 
solete.” 
Participants at the one day 
meeting were noted cancer spe­ 
cialists from six nations who 
presented a world-wide viewpoint 
on tumor treatment.

The 
hearing will probably be set for 
Jan. 5. 
Should the commission recom­ 
mend approval of the annexa­ 
tion, the matter would go to 
the board of the water district 
for public hearing. 
If land owners representing 
IO per cent or more of assessed 
value or IO per cent of registered 
voters file written protest, an 
election on the annexation must 
be held. 
The territory stretches from 
Tomales Bay State Park to Sam­ 
uel P. Taylor State Park and 
includes Inverness, Inverness 
Park, Point Reyes Station and 
Olema.

Due For Corte Madera 


A computer will take the place 
of a postal clerk at a self-service 
postal unit due to open in the 
Corte Madera Shopping Center 
on Jan. 7. 


The unit will accommodate 
letter and parcel post mailings, 
and will provide stamps, mimi- 
mum insurance, postal cards 
and envelopes from vending ma­ 
chines around the clock. 


To determine the amount of 
postage needed on a package, 
a customer will weigh the pack­ 
age on a computer scale, press 
a button to designate the postal 
zone to which the package is to 
be sent, and read the rates for 
surface and air mail service. 
The customer can buy the 
stamps and deposit the package 
in a special parcel post box. 
Vending machines will provide 
insurance up to $15. Insurance 
over $15, which requires the sig­ 
natures of the sender and the 
person to whom the package is 


sent, will have to be purchased 
at the regular post office. 
The unit will include two drive- 
up mail boxes, and will have 
coin and bill changers. 
A direct telephone line to the 
Corte Madera post office will 
be available for customers who 
want human ansv/ers to ques­ 
tions during regular post office 
hours. But Postmaster Edward 
J. Victor said the only use he 
can think of for the phone will 
be to report malfunctions of the 
machines, .which can handle 
most other problems. 
The unit will be one of four 
to be located in Northern Cali­ 
fornia. Others will be in Sacra­ 
mento, San Leandro, and Palo 
Alto. 
The unit will be located by the 
center’s owner, Milton Meyer 
Co. of San Francisco. The Corte 
Madera Merchants Council has 
agreed to donate $2,250 toward 
the cost of installing the $15,000 
unit.

No decision has been made on 
whether San Rafael’s old post 
office at Third and D streets 
will be remolded to house fed­ 
eral agencies. 
William H. Eastman, regional 
director for the General Serv­ 
ices Administration m San Fran­ 
cisco, said a feasibility study on 
the project is being conducted 
until the end of December. 
In line with the government’s 
desire to make maximum use of 
existing government - owned fa­ 
cilities, the GSA is considering 
retailing the present post of­ 
fice branch and remodeling the 
rest of the old building into 
suites of offices for federal 
agencies presently scattered 
around the county in leased 
offices. 
“We have to determine if it 
would be more economical to 
rehouse the other agencies by 
remodeling the building, or to 
retain the leased facilities,” said 
Eastman. 
“ Presently the post office Is 
occupying 6,000 square feet of 
space,” said Eastman, “but our 
experience has been, with the 
increasing mail, that they will 
require some 8,000 next year, 
even with the new leased build­ 
ing on Bellam Boulevard.”

WASHINGTON (SS) - T h e 
Peace Corps has something to 
teach society—particularly edu­ 
cation and industry—about the 
dynamics of adjusting to and 
conquering a new job. 
During the Peace Corps’ first 
two years, psychiatrists had an 
unequaled opportunity to study 
those dynamics and discover the 
crisis points, said Dr. Joseph

Withdrawal Asked

Constructed in the 14th Cen­ 
tury for those struck by the 
plague, it continued to serve as 
a hospital for the next 400 years. 
Rothenburgers could never dis­ 
sociate the building from its 
original purpose, however, and 
since it was closed in the 1700s 
they have meticulously kept 
their distance. 


Today, the old hospital is 
threatening to collapse and the 
townsfolk have suddenly become 
riled. Not only because it was 
the world's first hospital, but 
because of the unique barrel- 
vaulting of wood in the interior, 
which has survived the centu­ 
ries. If the building should go, 
so would the vaulting — and a 
little bit of Rothenburg’s atmos­ 
phere with it. 
But it now appears that the 
hospital will get the doctoring 
it needs. Supported by funds 


from the Bavarian state govern­ 
ment, the town plans to restore 
and renovate the building, keep­ 
ing it as much like the original 
as possible and preserving, of 
course, 
the 
treasured 
wood 
vaulting.

This schedule would not be 
exactly duplicated in either edu­ 
cation or industry, he noted, 
but it could serve as a guide in 
understanding th e dynamics 
peculiar to each. 
Peace Corps experiences re­ 
vealed that the right kind of 
of moral support during these 
crisis points was more important 
i ban either selection or training 
in assuring a good job, said Dr. 
Anglish. If the Peace Corps has 
single lesson to offer, it is 
that “support is the critical 
thing.” 


He said colleges — which 


have a dropout rate exceeding 
50 per cent — believe their 
problem lies in selection. But 
if they put more time in sup­ 
porting students through criti­ 
cal periods, he said, their rate 
would probably decline rapid­ 
ly, as it did in the Peace 
Corps. 
He thinks the same 
would apply to the job situa­ 
tion. 


Support is most effective when 
offered by faculty members 
and employers. “We have not 
begun to realize,” he said, “how 
effective teachers and employ­ 
ers can be if they don’t separate 
themselves from a human sup­ 
portive role.” 


In the Peace Corps, psychia­ 
trists taught the staff to recog­ 
nize crisis points and to use 
simple 
procedures 
to avert 
trouble. 


For example, during the crisis 
of engagement, volunteers were 
depressed, each thinking he 
alone was stumbling and lag­ 
ging on the job. The staff was 
told to call them together in a 
work session and let them com­ 
pare notes. 
During the crisis of engage­ 
ment, volunteers were antago­ 
nistic; they were questioning the 
the value of the Corps and the 
right of Americans to interfere 
in other cultures. Peace Corps 
administrators were advised not 
to become irritated, but rather 


to take the young people home 
and listen sympathetically. 


These aud other supportive 
techniques worked, said Dr. 
English. Psychiatrists found 
they did not have to be in the 
field. 
Similarly, in industry 
and schools, be said, the psy­ 
chiatrist’s most important role 
may be to advise the super­ 
visors.

G O P 's N ew Strength 


M akes It Less Sure

WASHINGTON—Congress will 
give President Lyndon B. John­ 
son a tax increase next year, 
if he still wants one, but he 
will have to pay a stiff price 
for it. 
The price is a hold-down on 
spending for his Great Society 
programs. It could mean some 
of his pet projects may be 
stopped before they really get 
rolling. 


ELECTION INFLUENCE

emerges from checks with lead­ 
ers of the committees on Capitol 
Hill which draft tax legislation. 
The lawmakers were talking 
with the results of the Nov. 8 
elections in mind. 
Most of the legislators do not 
want to raise taxes next year— 
or any year. Giving Uncle Sam 
a bigger bite out of one’s in­ 
come is never popular political­ 
ly. At this time, though, there 
is also concern about the signs 
of softness in the economy that 
are 
becoming 
more 
evident 
every week. 
Nevertheless, Congress would 
go along with a White House 
request—reluctantly. Any presi­ 
dential recommendation would 
certainly be tied to a call for 
more money for defense and the 
Viet Nam war. Representatives 
and senators simply could not 
vote against paying for the ma­ 
teriel the troops need. 
BUDGET CUTS 
But first there would be a 
major effort to carve out of the 
nondefense part of the budget 
enough room to fit in expanded 
war costs. The cutting effort 
will probably be the strongest, 
sharpest, in years. It will get 
plenty of push from the 47 new 
Republicans elected earlier this 
month. 
The more heavily Republican 
Congress would be in an econo­ 
mizing mood, anyway. It was 
essentially the President’s over­ 
whelming 
majorities 
in 
the 
House that enabled him to get 
the money for many of his key 
measures. But now the GOP will 
be able to make its voice heard 
on the question of voting money 
to keep the programs going. 
Prime targets for the economy 
axe will be such favorite John­ 
son projects as the War on Pov­ 


erty, the Demonstration Cities 
program designed to provide 
models for urban revitalization, 
the Teachers Corps, and rent 
subsidies for low-income fami­ 
lies. 


CUTS BY LBJ 
Tile President will be cutting, 
too. He announced this last Sep­ 
tember, in connection with his 
campaign to roll back interest 
rates by reducing the budget’s 
impact. He means to get by, if 
| he can, without raising taxes on 
the eve of an election year. He 
himself has singled out for par­ 
ing extra funds for school aid 
and college buildings, training 
programs for health workers, 
highway safety, and aid to li­ 
braries, though he has ordered 
all agents to economize. 
But if the extra money need­ 
ed for the war promises to br 
large, the federal deficit is 
likely to zoom to a size that’s 
unacceptable to the President 
and Congress. 


CREDIT PROBLEM 
The problem would be intensi­ 
fied by the fact that tight money 
might make it difficult for the 
government to sell off federally 
owned loans to private investors, 
with the proceeds used to pay 
for many programs. I f money 
still can’t be raised (his way, 
the Treasury will have to bor­ 
row it by selling securities — 
raising the deficit still further. 
Further slowdowns in business 
activity could end the dilemma 
for the President. His economic 
advisers would not want to risk 
turning a leveling out into a 
full-blown recession. So he would 
be even less inclined to increase 
taxes, and might be willing to 
risk a bit more inflation without 
tax restraint. 
The Republicans would still 
want to cut spending, anyway, 
tax increases or not. And they 
would get some help from the 
Democratic side.

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THE LONELY STUDENT 
Redwood High Tries Ideas 
To Give Personal Touch

“Every once in a while you 
feel you don’t belong, you’re 
just a hole punched in a card.” 
The pretty brown-eyed sopho­ 
more sat in the vast 200-seat 
study ball at Redwood High 
School, where current enroll­ 
ment of 2,200 students will 
stretch to 3,000 by 1972, and a 
disembodied loudspeaker voice 
directs movements. 
Then she grinned. “You have 
to go to the school rather than 
expect the school to come to 
you. It can’t. It’s too big. You 
can make it interesting and 
make it worthwhile.” 
Carol Griffin spoke for many. 
Students and faculty at the high 
school are becoming increas­ 
ingly concerned about the im­ 
personal aspect of life in a huge 
high school where it’s possible 
to go through four years and 
yet really know just a handful 
of students and teachers. They 
have decided to try a dramatic 
new re-organization.

It’s rather like the old home­ 
room concept. Each of the 2,200 
students is assigned to one of 
75 “student government units.” 
(And that’s a name to be chang­ 
ed soon, with a contest under 
way to find a new name.

Ev­ 
erybody says freshmen get shut 
out. I think it will be a good 
idea, because a lot of kids are 
still shy. And we’ve got a good 
leader.”

Kreps envisages the entire stu­ 
dent body being broken down 
into four “assemblies,” rather 
like the “house” system in Brit­ 
ish schools.

“We intend to keep flexible 
on everything,” said Kreps.

And the students themselves 
have requested the time of the 
unit meeting changed from the 
first period to between third 
and fourth.” 
The reorganization will be 
tried out for the rest of this 
school year, then evaluated. It’s 
an experiment in communica 
tion, said Kreps. It’s costing 
nothing, yet the rewards could 
be priceless.

Marin Hospital District 
Plans Major Expansion 


The Marin Hospital District 
board Tuesday night approved a 
preliminary master plan calling 
for hospital capacity of 500 beds. 
The first increment of the plan 


calls for a new wing on the 
north side of the hospital, adding 
IOO more beds to the hospital's 
present capacity of 250, and mov­ 
ing the hospital entrance to the 


north side. 
The second increment calls 
for a wing accommodating 150 
beds to be built over the present 
driveway, ending at the hillside. 
No estimate on the cost of the 
work was vigen. The master 
plan should be completed, with 
estimates on the cost, by March, 
and work should start on the 


first increment in three to five 
years, said Jules Becker, the 
hospital district's publicist. 
The board appointed a com­ 
mittee to study future parking 
and recommended that park­ 
ing either be located beyond 
the present route for Bon Air 
Road or that a double-deck park­ 


ing building should be built. 
The board approved the “basic 
philosophy” of the {dan and au­ 
thorized Rex W. Allen, who drew 
up the plan, to make final line 
drawings.

Do-lt-Your sellers- 
Beware Of Medicine 


Since we live in a do-it-your­ 
self era in which people under­ 
take such ambitious tasks as 
building their own homes anc 
boats and automobiles, it is 
not at all surprising that many 
people are tempted to act as 
their own physicians, not only 
diagnosing their own ailments 
but also prescribing treatment. 
Before you venture into self- 
diagnosis the California Medi­ 
cal Assn. says that it might 
be well to keep in mind that 
very few physicians undertake 
to diagnose and t r e a t them­ 
selves or members of their im­ 
mediate family. 


EVEN THE well-informed lay­ 
man is ill-equipped for s el f - 
diagnosis, not only because of 
this lack of detached judgment, 
but because he is untrained in 
the complex world of medical 
science. 
To cite a familiar example: 
we can all recognize a head­ 
ache when we experience it, 
and it seems a very simple mat­ 
ter to treat it with readily avail­ 
able aspirin. Yet how many 
>eople can tell the difference 
atween a headache which is 
a rather minor and fleeting 
discomfort and one which may 
be a symptom of a disorder 
which should have more extend­ 
ed treatment? Can you tell, for 
instance, whether your head­ 
ache came from tension or from 
eye strain, or from a con­ 
gested and infected sinus? Per- 
laps it is a migraine headache 
or it might be caused by arthri­ 
tis of the jaw joint or the joints 


of the upper spine. Only a 
trained person can differentiate 
between these types of head­ 
ache, yet each calls for a dif­ 
ferent treatment. 
The do-it-yourself practitioner 
of medicine gains confidence 
from the availability of hun­ 
dreds of drugs at the neighbor­ 
hood drugstore, which can be 
purchased without prescription. 
Many of these drugs are mer­ 
chandised t h r o u g h flowing 
promises—and many of them 
are indeed emmensely helpful 
but — the more sweeping the 
promises, the more skeptical 
you ought to be. The “shotgun” 
medications which claim to be 
good for whatever ails you are 
likely to be of little use. To go 
back to our headache example, 
while over-the-counter medica­ 
tion can provide temporary re­ 
lief for headache, no single drug 
c a n 
simultaneously 
provide 
definitive treatment for sinus 
trouble, arthritis, and tension. 


ALTHOUGH 
ALL 
DRUGS 
which can be bought without 
prescription are monitored by 
the government to make sure 
they are safe, using them can 
present hazards if they are 
used indiscriminately. One of 
the most serious aspects of self- 
medication is that it tends to 
go on too long. Because the im­ 
mediate symptom which caused 
your discomfort has been re- 
ieved, you go back for bottle 
after bottle, and the symptom 
which should have been a warn­ 
ing which you heeded has been 
so masked that you neglect it.

WASHINGTON—All 79 passen­ 
gers and 5 crew members of an 
Eastern Airlines piston-engined 
plane perished on a moonless 
night off Jones Beach, Long 
Island, nearly two years ago 
after the pilot experienced an 
‘‘optical illusion” from which he 
could not recover. 
The Civil Aeronautics Board 
has said the tragedy of Feb. 8, 
1965—the third worst disaster in 
the U.S. involving a single plane 
—occurred because the pilot, an 
experienced 41-year-old aviator, 
fell victim to an optical illusion 
and misjudged the altitude of an 
oncoming Pan American jetliner. 
Ruling out other “probable 
cause” factors, the CAB con­ 
cluded that Eastern Airlines 
Capt. 
Frederick 
R. 
Carlson 
thought he was on a collision 
course only five minutes after 
takeoff from Kennedy Interna­ 
tional Airport. He veered to the 
right, though only four to five 
miles from the Pan American 
plane, and headed directly for 
it instead of away. 


At Die last moment, the Pan 
American airliner descended 
to avoid a collision. At the 
same time the Eastern air­ 
liner rolled sharply to the right 
and went into a nosedive. 


The plane could only be saved 
at this point, the CAB said, if 
either the pilot or co-pilot had 
realized they were in a nose­ 
dive. 
There was not enough time for 
them to read their instruments. 
That would have taken at least 
36 seconds. 
The cause of the crash, CAB 
investigators summed up. was 
“spatial disorientation”—the in­ 
ability of a person to determine 
his position in relation to other 
stationary or moving objects 
around him. 
The CAB said that after the 
crash it undertook a test flight 
program in the same area six 
miles off Jones Beach and under 
the same ideal weather con­ 
ditions. 
Two converging planes were 
used. 
The 
pilots 
were 
not * 
briefed on the expected altitude 
of the planes. And the result of 
the test tells the story: 


“Of the six subject pilots 
who were unaware of the mini­ 
mum vertical separation, five 
reported the illusion that the 
target seemed to be climbing 
as it neared the DC-7 (their 
plane I while, in fact, it was 
descending throughout the test. | 


“Two of the five experienced 
this illusion twice.” the CAB 
said, adding that one captain re­ 
ported that he had the illusion 
that his plane was “pitching 
over on the target aircraft.” 
After checking 
his 
instru-: 
ments. tne same captain, also a J 
veteran aviator, looked back at 
the target airplane and again 
experienced the illusion. 
“This illusion occurred even 
though this captain had been 
fully briefed. He had flown the 


test runs during the day and 
had flown all of the tests the 
previous night,” the CAB said. 
A similar case of spatial dis­ 
orientation nearly caused the 
collision of a 707 jetliner and a 
DC-6 piston-engined plane 5,000 
feet over Freeport, Long Island, 
on June 2.1965, just four months 
after the Eastern Airlines plane 
nose-dived into the ocean. 
The captain of the DC-6 said 
he was certain that he was on 
a collision course with the 
other plane, when he wasn’t, 
and dived 1,000 feet. 
“The lack of horizon and the 
black background conditions pre­ 
sented to the DC-6 flight crew 
were almost identical to those 
confronting the flight crew of 
Flight 663 (the Eastern air­ 
liner),” the CAB said. 
Less than a month after the 
fatal accident, the Federal Avia­ 
tion Agency, at the recommen­ 
dation of the CAB, started a 
procedure at Kennedy Interna­ 
tional Airport whereby 2,000 
feet instead of 1,000 feet altitude 
is required between inbound and 
outbound flights “where illu­ 
sions of collision courses have 
occurred.”

when his heart rate happens 
to be high, he said. The man 
comes to associate aa accel­ 
erated heart rate with the 
gratification of good business 
and so keeps it elevated most 
of the time. 


Both the control and knowl­ 
edge of it exist below the level 
of awareness, but learning, in 
the full sense of the word, has 
nevertheless taken place, said 
Dr. Perez-Cruet. Heart rate pre­ 
cedes the event; it does not 
simply react to it. After several 
years of strain, the man has a 
cardiac condition. 
Such learning, or operant con­ 
ditioning as the Pavlovian call 
it, is flexible and subject to 
higher control than is a con-1 


ditioned reflex. Therefore, if a 
man can learn to speed up his 
heart, he should also be able to 
slow it down, once the tech­ 
niques for doing so are estab­ 
lished. 


Another plank in the bridge 
between physiology and psy­ 
chology was laid by Dr. Albert 
Ax of the Lafayette Clinic in 
Detroit. 


The ability to form a condi­ 
tioned reflex may be a sound 
measure of the ability to form 
useful social habits, he said. 


Schizophrenics have trouble 
establishing a classical condi­ 
tioned reflex of the kind Pav­ 
lov’s dog accomplished. So do 
many aged people. 
In fact, 
those quickest at forming a 


reflex are children under the 
age of five or six. 


Dr. Ax found that human dere­ 
licts also apparently lack some 
conditioning ability. They were 
considerably slower in transfer­ 
ring a pain reaction from the 
original 
stimulus — electric 
shock—into a tone associated 
with that shock by repeated 
coincidence. 


In short, the conditioned re­ 
flex could be an “emotional 
IQ” for motivation to learn, 
said 
Dr. 
Ax, just as the 
achievement test is a measure 
of intellect.

Overestimate In Projected 
Enrollment Cuts State Funds 


An overestimate in projected 
enrollment is going to leave the 
College of Marin $125,000 short 
of expected state funds, acting 
President Irwin P. Diamond said 
yesterday. 
Diamond said the first of four 
annual census weeks indicated 
that the average daily attend­ 
ance at the college, the figure 
on which state apportionment is 
based, will increase by only 5 
to IO per cent this year, instead 
of the estimated 15 per cent. 
The census showed attendance 


up only 4.6 per cent over last 
year. The percentage increase 
was 26.9 per cent last year and 
was comparable in the two pre­ 
ceding years. 


This means the college will 
receive about $200,000 less from 
the state than anticipated in the 
budget, 
but $75,000 of 
that 
amount will be made up by the 
lower cost of having fewer stu­ 
dents, Diamond said. 
The $125,000 difference can be 
taken from a $579,000 reserve 
fund set aside to provide for 


such miscalculations, so the col­ 
lege will be under no immediate 
financial strain, he reported. 
He said, though, that this is 
the first time in several years 
that the college has had to draw 
on the reserve fund. 
As for the reasons for the over­ 
estimate, he said that the 15 per 
cent estimate looked conserva­ 
tive in view of increases of more 
than 25 per cent for the past 
three years. 
He said that 500 students, who 
enrolled for the fall semester, 


did not show up for class, and 
that a special study is under 
way to determine what happen­ 
ed to them. He believes that the 
major reason for the overesti­ 
mate, and also a clue to what 
happened to the 500 students, 
lies in the fact that state col­ 
leges and universities extended 
their deadlines for enrollment. 
San Francisco State College and 
University of California both ex­ 
tended 
registration 
deadlines 
and both had a higher enroll­ 
ment than expected he said. 


Teachers hired to handle the 
higher attendance expected will 
be freed now to pursue research 
projects, he said. No teachers 
will be laid off, but the college 
will probably not add as many 


teachers as expected for next 
year.

special king salmon plants 
the Russian River. Here’s why 


In 1963 and 1964 more than 
million winter-run salmon were 
planted in the Russian River in 
hopes of establishing a self- 
sustaining run of king salmon. 


MARINE BIOLOGISTS tell us 
that these sealmon normally re­ 
turn from the sea to spawn 
when they are three to six years 
old, and the DFG is anxious for 
information which will indicate 
whether the planting in 1963 has 
survived their sojourn in the 
sea and are returning to the 
Russian River. 


“The salmon planted in 1963 
will probably run from 15 to 30 
pounds,” the release states, then 
adds: “There is a chance that a 
few of the fish planted in 1964 
will show up this year, and these 
fish will probably run from 8 to 
IO pounds.” 


SHOULD YOU, as a sports fish­ 
erman, catch a winter-run king 
salmon this year, you are asked 
to report the size of the fish, the 
location and when caught to the 
nearest warden or to the DFG’s 
San Francisco office, Room 3000, 
Ferry Building. Also, will you 
please remove a few scales from 
the back of the fish near the 
dorsal fin and send them along? 
The scales will indicate the 
age of the salmon and will en­ 
able biologists to know posi­ 
tively if the fish was one of the 
1963 and 1964 planting. 


or 17 pounds, so if you land a 
salmon 
weighing 
maybe 
20 
pounds, you can bet it is a 
king. But hundreds of kings 
weighing from 8 to 14 pounds 
will be caught, so we can’t solve 
the question only by the size. 
I inquired from a number of 
experts — mostly ex-commer 
cial fishermen — how to tell 
a king from a silver when one 
is landed. One chap mentioned 
that the silver salmon has a 
somewhat square tail — but so 
has a steelhead. Another expert 
said it’s no trouble to tell the 
difference. A silver has more 
dots than a king, is quite unlike 
a king when laid side by side. 
So, perhaps you had better 
catch both a silver and a king 
and look at them side-by-side.

Committee

Economic Boom Brings On Added 


Outcrys From 'Unhappy Public'

NEW YORK (AP) - It is a 
fact of life — and an irony too — 
that when an economic boom 
nears its peak more people are 
distressed than was the case in 
poorer times. 
High living often results in 
economic indigestion. 
Today’s economy is on nearly 
the highest plane in the nation’s 
history. But economists, politi­ 
cians, brokers, Cabinet officers, 
businessmen and students are 
carping as never before. 
The din became overpowering 
recently 
when 
housewives 
joined the uproar. 
The complaints are endless. 
Prices are high, goods are shod­ 
dy, taxes burdensome, stocks 
declining, wages out of line, 
good manners and service at a 
new low. And nobody can agree 
on how to resolve the situation, 
least of all the politicians. 
The distress is enough to 
make some adults wish aloud 
for the good old days when, they 
claim, they were a little bit 
poorer but a good deal happier. 
But youth, too, complains. 
[laving had little previous ex* 
jerience with which to compare 
their present situation, young 
jeople do not always subscribe 
to an argument that they “nev­ 
er had it so good.’’ 
Nevertheless, in a material 
way, a good argument can be 
made for saying this is the 


nearest we have ever been to a 
promised land. 
One answer to this curious 
paradox is economic motion. 
When the economy is moving 
ahead, as it has for nearly six 
years, the benefits of increased 
production are spread around. 
Wages and profits rise and 
prices remain steady. 
When the economy nears a 
limit, as it now may have, rela­ 
tions tend to become strained. 
Growth slows, like a tired car 
on a long hill. The same effort 
as before doesn’t produce the 
same result as before. 
The car or the economy might 
be higher cm the hill. But the 
going is more strenuous. The 
wage-price-profit relationship 
clashes instead of meshes. Out 
of line, the friction produces 
inflation. Efficiency is the vic­ 
tim. 
As long as production rose 
both producer and consumer 
shared the results. When it 
slowed they began to scrap for 
the smaller dollar. 
Arguments break out. Econo­ 
mists talk of slowing the econo­ 
my, of putting on the brakes 
through less spending or more 
taxes. But the problem is politi­ 
cal as well as economic. Repub­ 
licans right now, for example, 
are afraid President Johnson 
might give them a tax increase 
and the blame, too. 
Businessmen 
complain, 
as 
they do now, that profits are 


eroding as the economic strains 
make their operations less effi­ 
cient. And workers find their 
paychecks aren’t going as far as 
they used to go. 
The bills that come In the 
mail are examined more criti­ 
cally. And more errors are dis­ 
covered in them, for depart­ 
ment stores or brokers or banks 
might be feeling the strain of a 
heavy work load with inexperi­ 
enced help. The result: more 
arguments. 
It has been nearly axiomatic 
in the American economy, how­ 
ever, that when a boom turns 
down, recovery can’t be far be­ 
hind.

Consumer Counsel Takes Final 
Shot-Public Carrier Policy 


By HENRY C. MacARTHUR 


SACRAMENTO (CNS)- An 
excellent example of what may 
be one of the last gasps of gov­ 
ernmental interference in the 
business life of the states came 
this week when Helen Nelson 
of Mill Valley, state consumer 
counsel under Gov. Edmund 
G. Brown, petitioned the Pub­ 
lic Utilities Commission to re­ 
consider a recent order for an 
increase in minimum rates 
household goods carriers must 
charge consumer. 
The consumer counsel’s of­ 
fice 
was 
established 
eight 
years ago by Brown, shortly 
after he took office. It’s pur­ 
pose was to advise the gover­ 
nor on consumer problems. 
So far, it has issued some 


bulletins telling the public how 
to compute . interest, issaed 
protests about the amount of 
water in canned hams, and in 
general, has produced nothing 
of any consequence. 


THE OFFICE almost was 
wiped out at the 1965 session, 
but managed to squeak by with 
a materially reduced budget. 
It is one of the offices which 
will come under more than 
close scrutiny when the new 
administration of Gov.-elect 
Ronald Reagan takes over. 
But meanwhile, the office is 
taking its last shots at the busi­ 
ness community of California 
by its intervention in a public 
utilities case. 
The PUC is charged with the 
job of regulating many dif-

ferent charges that are made 
by many different concerns in 
various fields. 


AMONG THE regulations re­ 
quired is the fixing of rates 
for household carriers, that is 
concerns which move house­ 
hold goods from place to place. 
These rates are set at a min­ 
imum, only after extensive and 
exhaustive investigation by the 
PUC staff. Costs of doing busi­ 
ness are taken into considera­ 
tion as are various other 
phases of activity on the part 
of these carriers. 
It can be said for the PUC 
that it has the interests of the 
public in mind when it fixes 
rates. But according to law, 
the concerns it regulates are 
entitled to make a fair profit 
on their activities, and gener­ 
ally, the rates fixed take this 
into consideration although at 
times, business concerns feel 
they are being held to a mini­ 
mum which precludes such 
profit. 


THE PUC staff consists of 
civil service employees, who 
are paid out of state funds. 
So what the petition of the 
consumer counsel amounts to 
is in effect a charge that one 
portion of the state’s organi­ 
zation is doing its job incor­ 
rectly, and that another portion 
must call this to the attention 
of the public, at public ex­ 
pense, in an attempt to cor­ 
rect the error, if such an error 
exists. 
Why the taxpayers should be 
required to support or* state 
agency to watch another, is a 
good question. This job would 
appear to be the responsibility 
of the administration, which 
normally would get its infor­ 
mation on inefficiency through 
complaints from the public, 
without finding it necessary to 
support another bureaucracy 
to ride herd on an agency es­ 
tablished by the people of the 
state. 


I own two dogs—not pure­ 
breds, just mutts. One is 14% 
years old, the other 12. Before 
we moved to Novato nine years 
ago, these dogs ran free in the 
country where we lived on over 
an acre of land. When we mov­ 
ed here it meant confining 
them to a back yard of ap­ 
proximately 35 by 75 feet. We 
heard comments on how cruel 
this would be to the dogs. This 
is not true, and only an excuse 
for those individuals who don’t 
want their dogs to mess up 
their own yards. Our dogs ad­ 
justed easily and are still hap­ 
py, contented, and enjoying 
their few remaining years, and 
I have the peace of mind to 
know they are off the streets 
and safe . . . 
Sights from yesterday and 
today are still with me as I 
write this. 
Yesterday morning, south­ 
bound, at the crest of Alto hill, 
lay the body of a lovely brown­ 
headed white dog in the f a s t 
lane. As I started down Alto 
hill, in the slow lane, behind a 
Mayflower moving van, the 
van suddenly slowed to a stop. 
As I passed around him, about 
20 feet ahead of him lay a 
beautiful 
big 
shaggy-haired 
black and tan dog, its legs out­ 
stretched and moving, ever so 
slowly, indicating it was still 
alive. As I rounded this tragic 
sight and turned off the high­ 
way, I noticed the van driver 
had pulled off to the side of 
the road and had walked out 
into the traffic lane to try to 
help the dog, while other traf­ 
fic eased around. 
This morning, enroute to 
work, I was slowed in the 
southbound traffic tie-up caus­ 
ed by the northbound patrol 
car accident. When I was able 
to move on past this spot and 
was just picking up speed in 
the fast lane, there, ahead of 
me, was a beagle trotting along 
the center barrier strip, head­ 
ing north—apparently the same 
dog mentioned in the pa­ 


per. With traffic behind me 
there was little I could do ex­ 
cept pray he’d make it back 
to the people standing around 
the accident and who might 
get him off the highway. As I 
proceeded south, I saw the 
body of another lovely curly- 
haired black and white dog ly­ 
ing along the edge of the north­ 
bound lane along Francisco 
Boulevard. When I crested Alto 
hill and started down, I looked 
by the barrier rail where I’d 
last seen the van driver and 
the injured dog—there was the 
dog’s body—he hadn’t made it. 
I think this dog carnage is 
a most inexcusable tragedy 
and anyone who claims a dog 
is meant to roam free and 
should not be confined ought 
to stand out in the middle of 
freeway commute traffic at its 
peak some day and enjoy this 
so-called n e c e s s a r y free­ 
dom . . . 
If you are a dog owner and 
truly love your dog, you won’t 
let him run such a risk. Of 
course, to those who don’t care 
that much, your pet is prob­ 
ably one of those mentioned in 
this letter, or will eventually 
end up in some similar fate. 
lf so, I hope you never own 
another dog, for the sake of 
the dog.

WASHINGTON - Congress 
can do something constructive 
about the increasingly shrill 
and, thus far, dead-end attacks 
on the Warren Commission 
report on the assassination of 
President Kennedy. 
Most commentators and offi­ 
cials who have thus far come 
to the defense of the Warren 
report make two points: that 
the critics produce no evidence 
—just a different opinion about 
the same eivdence — to dis­ 
pute the commission findings 
and that any new facts, if 
any, should be welcomed and 
authoritatively examined. 
That’s the catch — there is 
no agency or arm of the Fed­ 
eral government authorized to 
receive, verify, and evalute 
any new evidence which any­ 
body might produce to cast 
further light on the subject. 


IT IS THIS absence of any 
official means of examining 
the meaning and worth of any 
new facts which leaves the 
public confused and defense­ 
less as the criticism of the 
commission in books, maga­ 
zines, newspapers, and tele­ 
vision continues to grow. 
President Johnson gestured 
in the right direction at a re­ 
cent press conference when he 
suggested that, if anybody any­ 
where thinks he has new in­ 
formation on the assassination, 
whether it tends to confirm or 
contradict the Lee Harvey Os­ 
wald verdict, he ought to turn 
it over to the commission for 
further checking. 
Excellent idea — with one 
deficiency. There is no War­ 
ren Commission. 


J U S T I C E WARREN dis­ 
charged the commission the 
day it submitted its final re­ 
port to President Johnson. On 
that day it disbanded its staff 
of lawyers and investigators 
and closed its books because 
it had completed its assign­ 
ment. There is no commission 
either to receive or to appraise 
any new evidence whatsoever. 
I believe that it would be 
all to the good to have a trust­ 


worthy and competent arm of 
the government in being to re­ 
ceive new evidence from what­ 
ever source. It would be use­ 
ful for two reasons: 
Conceivably some significant 
new evidence might be forth­ 
coming. Who knows? Let’s 
have it if there is and let’s 
have it promptly examined. 
Secondly, it would help dear 
the atmosphere which will 
otherwise r e m a i n a mias­ 
mic fog if the critics of the 
commission keep piling up 
their allegations without the 
public’s seeing any means of 
judging the merits of these 
allegations. 
Since the Warren Commis­ 
sion is not available to take 
new evidence and cannot real­ 
istically be brought back into 
being, it seems to me that 
Congress ought to create a bi­ 
partisan Senate-House select 
committee to serve as long as 
necessary — not to repeat the 
Warren investigation—but to 
evaluate whatever new evi­ 
dence might be forthcoming. 
Henry Fairless, an English 
writer now in Washington, has 
made this pertinent point in an 
article in the New York Times 
Magazine: “Those who are to­ 
day purveying their conspiracy 
theories appear to be bent 
on producing precisely the kind 
of hysteria which, requiring 
only doubt and never proof, 
begins a witch-hunt on the left 
or on the right.” 
I think the American people 
are going to be pretty resistant 
to any witch-hunt into the as­ 
sassination of President Ken­ 
nedy. But the best way to 
avoid a witch-hunt is to have 
a continuous, independent, ob­ 
jective look at whatever facts 
might be unearthed. 
A select Senate-House com­ 
mittee with a small staff would 
seem to me to be most appro­ 
priate for the task. Its great 
value whould be its assurance 
to the nation that new evi­ 
dence, if any, would not be 
overlooked, not be neglected. 
This would be useful in itself 
and would dissipate frustration.

Social Security 
Scoop Planned

WASHINGTON - House Re­ 
publican leaders are planning 
to propose some extensive So­ 
cial Security changes of their 
own in the incoming Congress. 
Sponsoring the move as a 
major anti-poverty measure, 
GOP members on the House 
Ways and Means Committee 
will vigorously seek to hike the 
minimum Social Security pay­ 
ment to |70 a month. 
As now drafted, this proposal 
would add 626 to the present 
644 monthly minimum. Mini­ 
mum 
benefits for families 
would be raised from 666 to 
6106 a month. 


SCALED INCREASES w i l l 
also be advocated for all levels 
above these minimums up to 
m a x i m u m benefits, which 
would be kept at 6168 for in­ 
dividuals and 6368 for families. 
These increases, to be of­ 
fered before President Johnson 
makes his own proposals in 
the State of the Union message 
in January, are the principal 
recommendations in the Social 
Security package being pre­ 
pared by the Republicans. 
The new rates, the most lib­ 
eral ever sponsored by GOP 
Ways and Means committee- 
moi, have the backing of 
House Republican leaders. 
Still angry over President 
Johnson’s blocking action in 
the recent Congress after he 
had announced his intention of 
raising Social Security pay­ 
ments, GOP leaders plan to de­ 
mand hearings on their plan 
immediately after the new Con­ 
gress organizes.

fore the public, a “Whit# pa­ 
per” on Social Security will be 
issued before Congress con­ 
venes — probably around Jan. 
I. Also, speeches are being pre­ 
pared for GOP legislators when 
Congress meets. 
As outlined in a GOP House 
policy committee memoran­ 
dum, other Social Security rec­ 
ommendations favored by the 
committeemen are: 
“Blanket in at age 65 all per­ 
sons not now eligible for Social 
Security at a minimum rat^ 
and authorize a means test for 
such recipients where their in­ 
comes are above the so-called 
poverty level.” 
“Increase widow’s benefit 
rate to IOO per cent of the hus­ 
band’s primary rate.” 
“Reduce from age 72 to 70 
time after which earnings will 
not be considered as limitation 
of benefits.” 


“RAISE THE annual tam ­ 
ings limitation to 62,400 from 
the present 61,500.” 
No price tag is put on these 
revisions in the policy commit­ 
tee memorandum. Instead, it 
states that the “financing” will 
be discussed in another presen­ 
tation. 
President Johnson Is again 
looking for a press secretary. 
White House assistant Bill 
Moyers, now doubling as press 
secretary and general assist­ 
ant, has told the President he 
would like another job, prefer­ 
ably a diplomatic assignment. 
Although usually tight-lipped, 
Moyers disclosed this to col­ 
leagues on the White House 
staff who were with him during 
the President's Asian trip. 


IN THESE TALKS Moyers 
said he had explained to the 
President that be wanted to 
stay in government, but to get 
away from tho crushing pres­ 
sures of White House service. 
Moyers stressed ha had as­ 
sured the President he would 
not leave until his replacement 
had been found. 
Moyers in­ 
dicated an important diplo­ 
matic post will be available 
early next year, but gave no 
hint about it. 
Administration insiders say 
Moyers has not been himself 
since tho recent death of his 
brother, whom he persuaded to 
become a member of the White 
House staff.

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Catching Up On WHAT OUR READERS SAY 


When You Get Any Reactions, 


You Know You're Being Read 


There’s one good thing about 
violent reactions to news stories 
— you know that people are 
reading the paper. 
It’s true that of all the things 
I ’ve written since I started to 
work for the I-J eight months 
ago, the item which, judging 
from remarks, was read by 
the most people was a Letter 
to the Editor of the San Fran­ 
cisco Chronicle. 
Still, there are indications 
that some of the things I’ve 
been writing in the last couple 
weeks are getting read. 


ONCE THIS W EEK the first 
indication I had that one of 
the stories I wrote made the 
paper was when a vile, violent­ 
ly .angry man called me about 
it I’d looked for the story the 
day I sent it, but hadn’t seen 
it. After the phone call I look­ 
ed again, and found the story, 
reduced to two paragraphs, 
stuck down in a corner where 
it was nearly invisible. 
Guess that goes toward prov­ 
ing that if a man’s name is 
in the paper, he’ll find it no 
matter where you put it. 
Shock waves are still being 
fejt from a story which appear­ 
ed last week on a lecture on 
contraceptives at the College 
of Marin. 


REPRESENTATIVES of the 
Tower Times, the College of 
Marin student newspaper, call­ 
ed to tell me they had heard 
some people were angry about 
the story, but that the Times 
was at the lecture too, and 
heard it the way I reported it, 
and would support me. (Nice 
to know that if the I-J fires me, 


I can go to work for the 
Tower Times.) But when I 
read the Times’ story on the 
lecture in question, I noticed 
the story made no mention of 
the quote that caused the 
trouble. 
At the center of that storm 
was an indirect quotation from 
Mill Valley psychologist Dr. 
William H. Pemberton. The I-J 
reported, in the last paragraph 
of a long story, that: 
“ Dr. Pemberton, in response 
to a qeustion, said that gener­ 
ally girls as well as boys seem 
to have a happier marriage if 
they have experienced premar­ 
ital sex.” 


I ’M NOT SURE whether the 
furor proves that people really 
do read to the end of a long 
story, or just that people will 
read to the end of a long story 
on sex. 
Dr. Pemberton, who as a 
psychologist understands about 
communication problems, later 
explained that while that wasn’t 
exactly what he said, it was 
at least close. 


HE WAS NOT - apparently 
it does need to be said — ad­ 
vocating free love. He was an­ 
swering a question. 
Despite the furor, it seems 
unlikely that the students who 
attended that lecture came with 
the intention of making an ir­ 
revocable decision based solely 
on what they heard there. Col­ 
lege of Marin students are 
fairly open-minded and intelli­ 
gent, and it seems probable 
that most of them can find a 
more realistic way, not to men­ 
tion a more suitable place, for 
making up their own minds.

Bond Defeat 
No Surprise 


Editor, Independent-Journal: 
I think it should come as no 
surprise that both the Mill 
Valley sewer and public safety 
bond issues failed in the recent 
election. An increasing propor­ 
tion of the citizenry not only 
in the M ill Valley area but 
throughout the state seems to 
have adopted a “ no” attitude 
on many public building pro­ 
posals. They have seen modem 
day Taj Mahals built from pub­ 
lic funds and then seen the 
maintenance expense of these 
buildings soar to substantial 
levels. 
That our police and sewer 
departments need hew facili­ 
ties in my opinion is not the 
question. That our city council 
and city officials did not prop­ 
erly present the needs and re­ 
quirements is the prime fault 
for the failure of these issues. 
The population center of 
M ill Valley has shifted sub­ 
stantially in the past two dec­ 
ades as the eastern portion of 
our city limits has shown not 
only the largest population 
growth but also presents new 
sources for tax revenues and 
new requirements for safety. 
The need to maintain our 
sewer facilities at the proper 
levels of health and efficiency 
were not the issues in this elec­ 
tion, but rather how we should 
pay for them. We know that 
regardless of the success or 
failure of the bond issues, the 
funds must come from some­ 
where. In this case they will 
come out of the operating 
budget of our city and cause 
a larger increase in our tax 
rate than would have been the 
case had the bond issues suc­ 
cessfully passed. Repairs and 
maintenance are expenses to 
an operating budget, but major 
capital expenditures for a new 
pumping station and other ma­ 
jor improvements benefiting 
all should be financed through 
bonds. 
The formation of e sewer 
assessment district for the 
North 
Ridge 
development 
might solve the future financ­ 
ing problem of this area. I hope 
that in future bond issues our 
city council or its appointed 
spokesmen will present the 
facts and needs in an intelli­ 
gent manner well in advance 
of the election.

an article written by one of 
your reporters which appeared 
in the Nov. 16 issue of the 
Independent-Journal under the 
headline “ Planned Parenthood 
Lecture Draws Standing Room 
Crowd.” 
The article concerned repre­ 
sentatives of our association 
who appeared at the College of 
Marin at the invitation of the 
Associated Students. They were 
so badly misquoted and quoted 
out of context that immediate 
clarification is in order. 
The most serious misrepre­ 
sentation pertained to the re­ 
sponse of Dr. William Pem­ 
berton, a counseling psycholo­ 
gist, who allegedly endorsed 
premarital sex relations. Dr. 
Pemberton’s full answer to a 
question from a student was 
not given by the reporter who 
reduced the answer to a short 
generalization which gave a 
faulty picture. 
At the time, Dr. Pemberton 
answered the particular ques­ 
tion, “ What is the psychologi­ 
cal reaction of an unmarried 
girl having premarital sex re­ 
lations?” , Dr. Pemberton em­ 
phasized that he was answer­ 
ing on the basis of his experi­ 
ence as a private counseling 
psychologist, not as a director 
of pl anned parenthood. Dr. 
Pemberton’s entire remarks 
with its important qualifying 
aspects were not 
reported. 
When he returns from a Uni­ 
versity of California seminar 
in Asilomar he will make his 
statement and position clear. 
The second serious error con­ 
cerned the statement attributed 
to Mrs. Barbara George, the 
executive director of Planned 
Parenthood Assn. of Marin 
and a registered nurse, who 
clearly told the audience about 
the interviewing and educa­ 
tional procedure required of 
any woman wishing contracep­ 
tive information or materials. 
Your reporter made it appear 
that all one had to do was 
walk in and ask for pills. 
On the contrary, Mrs. George 
went into a 20-minute detailed 
explanation of our policies and 
medical requirements which 
include an interview, educa­ 
tional sessions, medical his­ 
tory and physician’s examina­ 
tion. Women of legal age or 
with an approved referral, i.e., 
by parent, guardian, physician, 
clergyman, social or health 
agency may be eligible for 
our service. If a woman has 
been married or pregnant she 
is of legal age for family 
planning. 
I would like to emphasize 
that the appearance by some 
of our Board members on Nov. 
16 was preceded by a series of 
four lectures entitled “ Adult 
Responsibilities, Mature Sex 
Attitudes and Family Plan­ 


ning.” The most constructive 
aspects of this series, given by 
invitation to hundreds of en­ 
thusiastic young people, were 
given no publicity whatsoever 
by your paper. 
Our speakers included Rev. 
John Riley and attorney Had­ 
den Roth, who like myself and 
the others previously men­ 
tioned, stressed that in their 
opinion marriage is always the 
best framework for bringing a 
child into the world and the 
audience was encouraged to 
think deeply about the respon­ 
sibilities of adulthood, parent­ 
hood and of their attitudes to­ 
ward one another as human 
beings. A pamphlet aimed at 
teen-agers stressing the im­ 
portance of finishing school be­ 
fore embarking on a career 
or marriage, 
was received 
with enthusiasm. 
The students at the College 
of Marin showed, I think, by 
their attendance at these meet­ 
ings, that they are looking for 
leadership in a responsible 
pattern of behavior in today’s 
world. Premarital sex has no 
endorsement or encouragement 
by the Planned Parenthood 
Assn. or representatives of 
the Board. Our whole purpose 
and attention are given to the 
concept of a stable family unit 
through family planning, thus 
providing for a new generation 
of wanted children.

Opposition Voiced 


To Freeway Route 


Editor. Independent-Journal: 
I am strongly opposed to the 
construction of a freeway in 
San Anselmo. Among other 
things it would inflict a major 
desecration on our valley, re­ 
quire a substantial increase in 
our taxes and hinder rather 
than enhance the movement of 
local traffic. 
The loss of assessed value 
of property required to con­ 
struct the freeway will require 
a compensating increase in the 
tax rate. The Highway Office 
estimates this loss in urban 
areas for the Central Corridor 
Freeway at 6.6 million dollars 


but evidently considers the ef­ 
fect so inconsequential as to 
suggest that it would be neu­ 
tralized through growth and ap­ 
preciation within a few months. 
As a substantial portion of 
that loss would occur in San 
Anselmo which is already ra­ 
ther fully developed, such a 
view is highly unrealistic . . . 
I have estimated increases 
in tax rates for the communi­ 
ties affected as follows: 
San Rafael 27.5 cents. San 
Anselmo 60.5 cents, Fairfax 28 
cents. 
A very considerable amount 
of local road improvement 
could be achieved by tax in­ 
creases of this nature. 
The preemption of Center 
Boulevard 
in 
San 
Anselmo 
for the Central Corridor Free­ 
way would greatly hinder rath­ 
er than enhance the movement 
of local traffic. The Highway 
Office states that while free­ 
ways are designed for high 
speed traffic they also enhance 
the m o v e m e n t of local 
t r a f f i c . While this may be 
true in large cities where it is 
difficult to move from one area 
to another. I find the use of a 
high speed freeway for short 
distances to be a harrowing ex­ 
perience which I would much 
rather avoid. . . 
The more I study this subject 
the more convinced I am that 
the problem of moving traffic 
to and from the West Marin 
and Nicasio areas is entirely 
separate from those involving 
traffic in and between the com­ 
munities in Central Marin, and 
should be so considered. 
. . . If, by their own admis­ 
sion the Highway Division Of­ 
fice has been studying this 
matter for four years I see no 
reason why we must be rushed 
into a decision which we may 
all regret. 
For this reason I find it sur­ 
prising and disturbing that al­ 
ready, without all the perti­ 
nent data available, certain of-, 
ficial groups have expressed 
preferences for certain routes 
which interestingly enough are 
never in their own bailiwick 
Also, that certain members of 
the County Planning Commis­ 
sion and Board of Supervisors 
have tried to eliminate cer­ 
tain routes from further con­ 
sideration, thereby prejudging 
the problem to that extent.

Food Supply 
Worry Cited 
At Convention 


SAN DIEGO - The world s 
food gap can be filled perma­ 
nently only when food-short 
countries achieve dramatic in­ 
creases in farm yields, in the 
manner of the nations of west­ 
ern Europe and North America, 
Japan and Taiwan, believes 
Maurice L. Peterson, University 
of California dean of agriculture. 
Feeding hungry nations by in­ 
tensive overproduction in the 
advanced nations may be a 
humanitarian idea, but it never 
can be more than a short-term 
solution, Peterson told the West­ 
ern Poultry Congress here. 
Some optimism is justified, 
but even the greatest optimist 
believes the race between popu­ 
lation and food supply is too 
close for comfort, Peterson said. 
Last year, the world’s popula­ 
tion rose 70 million without any 
increase in the food supply, he 
noted. 
The food problem is more 
than merely a gap between sup­ 
ply and people, he added. 
“One of the special character­ 
istics of the food-deficit coun­ 
tries is a protein deficit that 
goes along with total calorie 
shortage. When we talk about 
increasing food yields, then, we 
are talking about more than rice 
and wheat. We also mean meat, 
and eggs and milk.’* 
He added that “over the long 
haul the world food battle can’t 
be won by exporting American 
food. The chances of winning the 
battle are much better if we 
think in terms of exporting 
agricultural information and ex­ 
perts—extension workers, teach­ 
ers, farmers and b u s i n e s s 
executives — plug agricultural 
technology and foundation breed­ 
ing stocks of p l a n t s and 
animals.” 
New technology since 1945, he 
noted, has advanced food pro­ 
duction 50 per cent while popu­ 
lation grew 35 per cent. Some 
uncultivated lands remain, and 
monsoon areas and irrigated 
deserts can be made more pro­ 
ductive, Peterson said.

WASHINGTON - Sometime 
around Washington’s birthday, 
the U. S. Treasury is going to 
give the average American a 
chance to buy some high-yield­ 
ing government securities. 
On President Johnson’s or­ 
ders, officials are working on 
a brand-new savings certifi­ 
cate or note designed to help 
finance federal spending for 
Viet Nam and other purposes. 
Once all the bugs and prob­ 
lems are worked out, it will be 
offered to moderate - Income 
persons with relatively small 
amoants to salt away. 
In this respect, the now obli­ 
gations will resemble savings 
bonds and will differ from the 
billions in other U. S. securities 
that are generally bought by 
banks, insurance companies, 
and other institutional investors. 
These must be purchased in 
minimum amounts of $500 or 
$1,000. The forthcoming issues 
would be offered in small de­ 
nominations—perhaps as little 
as $25 face value, such as is 
presently available on savings 
bonds. 
But savings bonds pay only 
4.15 per cent. The large-denomi- 
nation securities, 
which are 
transferable and marketable and 
so are free to fluctuate, are cur­ 
rently offering returns as much

The government’s aim is to 
tap his savings to finance fed­ 
eral deficits in as noo-inflation- 
ary a way as possible—that is, 
without the creation of too much 
new credit through the banking 
system.

Something closer to 
a five-year life might tie up 
money too long for many who 
now keep cash in the savings 
and loans. But the 5 per cent 
rate could still attract those 
who are prepared to commit for 
a long period. 


The debt managers at the 
Treasury are fully aware that 
a higher rate on a new issue 
could well lead to a concerted 
rush to cash in the nearly $50 
billion of savings bonds out­ 
standing. The money might 
simply be switched to the new 
issues, little new s avi ngs 
would be attracted, a huge 
amount of paperwork would 
he called for, and the govern­ 
ment’s interest costs would go 
up. 


To avoid this, some sort of

TELEVISION IN REVIEW 
Pay TV Propositions 
Always Elicit Howls 


By RICK DU BROW 


HOLLYWOOD (UPI) - When­ 
ever anyone tries to start a pay- 
TV operation, all the vested in­ 
terests against it — ma i n l y 
movie theatre exhibitors — sud­ 
denly find it practical to label 
the current broadcasting setup 
as "free TV.” 
This label is, depending on 
the degree of your skepticism, 
either specious or absurd. For 
commercial television is, after 
all, commercial. And you pay 
for your “free TV" by being 
bombarded in the privacy of 
your home with an endless bar­ 
rage of advertisements that not 
only interrupt viewing but tend 
to insult and brutalize the men- 
ial sensitivities of the watcher, 
however subtly. 
There is, however, a dif­ 
ferent form of "free TV" that 
is not spoken of quite as often, 
and is the subject of an en- 
ightening article in the respect­ 
ed publication, “Broadcasting." 
As the lead sentence in the 
article puts it: 
“Free films, some with subtle 
advertising messages and some 
not so subtle, are filling an esti­ 
mated $15 million worth of tele­ 
vision fringe time yearly and 
may be yielding their sponsors 
amotion worth many t i m e s 
hat amount." 


COSMETIC FILMS 
For instance, the magazine 
says, "Clairol Inc., distributor 
of hair-coloring products and a 
major TV advertiser, has a five- 
minute color film in distribution 
called ‘Blondes Through T h e 
Ages’ . . . Avon products has a 
five-minute film out — ‘Lessons 


in Loveliness’ — that pictures 
some of the company’s cosmetic 
products in use." 
“Broadcasting," which is re­ 
garded as hi ghl y authorita­ 
tive, says that one of the top 
distribution companies t h a t 
supplies free footage has a sub­ 
sidiary that “aids its clients in 
preparing news clips of their 
activities for TV stations." 
The publication adds that “oc­ 
casionally this free news may 
make it onto a network. A clip 
of the Navy’s Blue Angel stunt 
fliers supplied by Grumman Air­ 
craft through a distributor was 
shown on CBS-TV’s June ll Sat­ 
urday night Roger Mudd news 
show. The clip was identified 
with a superimpased l i n e of 
print saying ’Official Blue Angel 
Film,’ but with no mention of 
Grumman." 


BIG NAMES 
According to the article, many 
of the top corporate names — 
and video sponsors — w o u l d 
make the list of firms that make 
free films available to video. 
Some of those “identified as 


sponsors of these films,” says 
the publication, are U.S. Steel, 
Frigidaire, General Motors, Un­ 
ion Carbide, Proctor Se Gamble, 
General F o o d s , Metropolitan 
Life and Johnson Se Johnson. 
For example, says Broadcast­ 
ing, a “film in distribution from 
General Foods titled ‘More Kick 
Out of Football’ may have foot­ 
ball as its theme, but a G.F. 
product is its promotion object. 
A jar of instant Sanka is shown 
during the picture.” 


Juvenile Hall 


Helps Seal Drive 


So successful was the first 
community service project un­ 
dertaken at Juvenile Hall that 
plans are already under way to 
repeat it next year. 
Last weekend, 60 youngsters 
ages 12 to 17 voluntarily gave up 
their usual evening programs to 
paste address labels on 20,000 
Christmas Seal letters. 
Supt. Ira Okun has asked the 
Marin Tuberculosis and Health 
Assn. to reserve twice that num­ 
ber for the hall to paste next 
year.

Pomander Balls Are 
Fun, Easy To Make 


GIVING A PLEASURE— Making a 
pomander bali is simple and fun to 
do. Because the materials are read­ 


ily available and priced within a 
child’s allowance, it might be a gift 
for a favorite aunt or to fill mother’s 
stocking. 


Remember how nice your 
grandmother used to smell when 
she hugged you? Sort of like 
home-made 
gingerbread. 
The 
reason for that delightful ginger- 
bready s m e l l was the s p i cy 
pomander ball that hung in her 
closet. 


Making a pomander ball is 
fun to do and very simple. All 
you need are an apple, thin 
skinned orange or lemon, two 
or three boxes of whole cloves 
(the amount depends on the 
size of the piece of fruit) and 
a yard of ribbon. 


Poke the cloves into the skin 
of the fruit as close to one an­ 
other as possible. Don’t worry 
about the juice that drips out, 
for cloves act as a natural pre­ 
servative. Make sure the fruit is 
completely covered so that no 
skin shows through.

New England Church Banishes 
Santa To The Homes And Stores 


SHELBURNE FALLS. Mass. 
(AP > — Santa Claus no longer 
visits the children's Christmas 
party at the Methodist church in 
this western Massachusetts com­ 
munity. 
The membership of the Wil­ 
liam Butler Memorial Method­ 
ist Church decided S a n t a 
should be returned to the home 
and shops. 
Mrs. Gene E. Washer, intro­ 
d u c e d the resolution banning 
Santa Claus last year to "change 
the basic concept of what we 
should teach the children about 
Christmas.” 
Mrs. Washer, a member of the 
church's governing board, said 
the board felt that ‘‘Santa Claus 
just didn't show what the Chris­ 
tian faith is all about.” 
The Christmas service had 
f a l l e n into the category of 
"throwing crumbs to God,” she 
said. "The children sat during 
the service with their heads 
turned to the rear of the church 
where the Christmas tree and 
gifts were set up. They paid 
no attention to the service.” 
Mrs. Washer said she and her 
husband drafted the resolution 
while recalling how in previous I 


own 
to 
years "we watched our 
l i t t l e kids going greedily 
church to get a gift.” 
She said the party failed to 
t e a c h them anything about 
Christ’s life. 
The ban against Santa re­ 
sulted in a controversy which 
the church would like to for­ 
get. 
"We found it difficult to ex­ 
plain our move,” Mrs. Washer 
said. "We weren’t trying to re­ 
move Santa from society or even 
from the homes. We felt that it 
is all right to maintain little 
myths in the home — that’s the 
prerogative of the parents — but 
it i s n ’ t the function of the 
church.” 
Mrs. Washer believes adults 
and children view Santa differ­ 
ently. 
"Adults see Santa as a way

of giving,” she said, "but the 
children see him as a way to 
receive.”

If the children were 
from needy families and Santa 
was brought in to give them a 
present, that would be a whole 
new concept.”

"Perhaps 
the children bring in gifts to be 
distributed to n e e d y children 
elsewhere.” 


Whatever the decision, says 
Mrs. Washer, mother of five, 
there are no plans to bring 
Santa back.

Are Looking Up

BERKELEY — Both member­ 
ship and scholarship in fraterni­ 
ties and sororities are up on 
the Berkeley campus of the Uni­ 
versity of California. 
The dean of students has re­ 
ported increases in the number 
of pledges to the 44 fraternities 
and the 20 sororities. Grade 
point averages for Greek letter 
members also have risen, with 
the academic standing for fra­ 
ternity men highest in the his­ 
tory of the University. 
Fraternities have 507 pledges 
for the new quarter, 51 more 
than signed last year. The dean’s 
office also reported that the 
grade point average for fraterni­ 
ty men was 2.61, highest on rec­ 
ord. Last fall’s average was 2.50. 
A total of 335 women have 
pledged 
following 
invitational 
rushes from the Panhellenic so­ 
rorities, compared with 307 who 
pledged last fall. Sorority mem­ 
bers have a grade point average 
of 2.58, up from 2.546 last year.

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1 Christmas Also Brings Tragedy 
In Form Of Home Accidents 


It Is a grim irony that the 
home, which most of us consider 
a sanctuary of safety and se­ 
curity, is the site of countless 
accidents, minor and major. 
And at no time is a home acci­ 
dent more disrupting than dur­ 
ing the Christmas season. 


Unfortunately, holiday fes­ 
tivities somewhat increase the 
Hketibeod of home accidents 
from the two most prevalent 
soarcea fires and falls. 


Several factors contribute to 
this. One is the general excite­ 
ment of the season, particularly 
among children. Another is the 
fact that in most homes there is 
more confusion and disarray 
than usual. And, to compound 
the risks, there is often more 
drinking than ordinary during 
the holidays and consequently, 
more impaired judgment. 
A common source of Christ­ 
mas fires is, of course, the tra­ 
ditional tree. In those house­ 
holds where the time-honored 


custom of trimming the tree 
with real candles is still ob­ 
served, the greatest care should 
be exercised to keep children a 
safe distance from the flames 
and to make sure that all can­ 
dles are completely extinguish­ 
ed before going to bed. 


If you trim your tree with 
electric bulbs, check carefully 
for defective wiring, which can 
easily set off a tree fire, par­ 
ticularly if the tree has dried 
out. 


Another source of home fire 
disasters daring Christmas is 
the fireplace, ideally the glow­ 
ing center of family hospital­ 
ity and happiness. A fireplace 
without the proper screening 
or one in which too many peo­ 
ple take on the responsibility 
of keeping the fire burning 
brightly can shed sparks out 
into the paper-littered living 
room and quickly get out of 
control. 


| For many children, fires are 
compellingly 
fascinating. 
No 
matter how diligently they have 
been trained never to strike 
matches, 
they yield to the 
temptation if matches are with­ 
in reach and if the children are 
not watched. Many parents who 
|do not ordinarily leave their 
children unattended may do sol 


for a few minutes during the 
holidays 
Hie mother may rush down to 
the neighborhood shopping cen­ 
ter for a last-minute all-but- 
forgotten gift, or the parents 
may go down the street for a 
quick holiday cup with 
the 
neighbors—just for 5 or IO min­ 
utes, but long enough for chil­ 
dren to start a fire. 
The hazards of injuries from 
falls during Christmas time run 
high during the preparatory 
days when trimming the tree 
and decking the halls lure peo­ 
ple into unaccustomed gymnas­ 
tics. 


Don’t try to crown the tip 
of the tree with that final star, 
or hang the mistletoe from 
that high ceiling without using 
a sturdy step ladder. Piling 


kooks on boxes and boxes en 
chairs to gain Hie upper 
reaches is inviting disaster— 
although it always seems not 
only possible but fun to try, 
if yon are fortified with holi­ 
day drinks. 


On Christmas day, with gifts 
open and strewn about, the risk 
of falls again increases. 
The 
floor is likely to be covered 
with new acquisitions, often un­ 
seen because they are covered 
by wrapping paper. 
All the accustomed pathways 
throughout the home become 
obstacle courses. 
Encourage the children to

take their presents to their own 
rooms, and make particularly 
sure the floor is relatively clear 
of litter if grandparents aire 
around. Elderly people may not 
notice the new toys until they 
have stumbled over them, they 
are less agile in recovering their 
balance once they stumble, and 
if they fall, the risks of frac­ 
tured bones and other disabling 
injuries are greater. 
The prevention of home acci­ 
dents during Christmas need not 
be a burdensome or gloomy 
task. In most cases, all it takes 
is some forethought, an alert 
eye for possible danger spots, 
and a determined sense of 
responsibility.

any Plants Have Big Part 
I The Story Of Christmas 


Many plants have a part in 
ie Christmas story. 
Centuries ago, long before 
jurist's birth, evergreens were 
nporant in winter celebrations 
ceremonies. Today, though 
significance has changed, 
greens are an inherent part of 
the Christmas season. 


» Holly was sacred to the 
Braids because its eternal 
green proved the son never 
deserted the earth. It also pro­ 
tected them from witches and 
severe weather. And if a sprig 


of holly were placed on the 
bedpost, one would have only 
pleasant dreams. 


Mistletoe symbolized peace 
and hope in Roman times. The 
northern European Druids made 
it an important part of their re­ 
ligious rites because of the 
plant’s powers. They believed 
mistletoe was a sacred spirit 
which warded off evil, promoted 
fertility, cured ailments (Amer­ 
ican Indians chewed mistletoe 
for toothaches) and, if brewed 


and drunk, gave the gift cf pro­ 
phecy. 


A Norse legend relates that 
the sun god Balder told his 
mother he had dreamed of his 
coming death. She called upon 
all the powers of nature and 
pleaded with every living thing 
not to harm her son. But she 
ignored the mistletoe, and short­ 
ly thereafter Balder was killed 
by an arrow of mistletoe wood. 
Hie land began to darken and 
there was great mourning. After 
three days, because of his moth­ 


er’s love, Balder returned from 
the dead, his light shone, and 
his mother’s tears became mis­ 
tletoe berries. Overjoyed, she 
kissed every person beneath the 
plant’s branches and decreed 
that henceforward all who walk­ 
ed under mistletoe should be 
kissed. 


Early churches objected to I 
the use of decorative greenery I 
because of its pagan symbol-1 
ism. But they eventually re-1 
leafed and many wonderful I 
legends sprang ap. Medieval I 
Christians thought greens rep-1 
resented Christ “ who woald I 
spring up like a tender plant, 
always green and flourishing, I 
and live for evermore.** 
I 


The Christmas wreath origi-f 


anted, it is said. from Christ’s 
crown of thorns. Another story 
is that the crown of thorns was 
made of white-berried holly, but 
that when the pointed leaves 
were pressed into Christ’s brow. 
His blood turned the berries red. 
In England a piece of holly used 
to be placed in each beehive at 
Christmas time, for it was said 
that when Jesus was born, the 
bees sang a song for him which 
they have been humming ever 
since. 


Mistleoe, because of is close 
association with pagan rites, has 
seldom been sanctioned fo r 
church use. Early Christians 
thought the plant evil. They be­ 
lieved it was the “ forbidden 
fruit” of the Garden of Eden. 


Others thought Christ’s erbss had 
been made of mistletoe wood. 
Mistletoe had been a tree at 
one time, they said, but when 
it realized the part it had play­ 
ed, it shrivelled in shame. 


In parts of central Europe it 
was customary at Advent to 
break a branch from a cherry 
tree and force its growth in­ 
doors. Around Christmas time 
the branch would burst into 
blossom. This was considered 
a good luck omen, especially for 
the girl whose branch flowered 
on Christmas eve, for she would 
be married within the year.

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him of the angel’s visit, and 
be is troubled with doubts 
about the message.

Joseph, full of 
remorse, asks forgiveness, as 
an angel appears announcing 
the coming birth.

Set it back from the window at 
night. 
After blooming is over, put 
the plant in a cool basement, 
watering lightly once a week. 
When all danger of frost is past, 
cut dormant canes back to about 
six inches. Repot in soil rich in 
organic matter and sink the pot 
in a sunny spot in your garden. 
Put rocks under the pot so that 
roots don’t grow from the drain­ 
age hole. Water and feed regu­ 
larly. In July or August prune 
it into shape. (You can root the 
cut pieces to start new plants.) 
In early fall, bring the poin­ 
settia indoors and put it in a 
sunny window. Poinsettias need 
long nights to flower properly. 
If it is in a room used in the 
evening, put a paper bag over 
the plant at dusk and remove 


it bi the early morning. 
CHRISTMAS CACTUS: This 
plant, if well grown, will live 
for years. In fact, it car. become 
a family heirloom, passed on 
from gtoaration to generation. 
With its delicate rose flowers 
drooping from jointed stems, 
Christmas cactus requires a 
minimum of conscientious care. 
Make sure the plant is potted 
in rich, well-drained, slightly 
acid soil. Place it in a cool, airy 
room of 65 degrees Fahrenheit, 
light but shaded from midday 
sun, and most important, keep 
it away from drafts. 
Water when the soil is dry to 
the touch, just enough to run out 
of the drainage hole. When 
blooming stops, gradually with­ 
hold water until plant is dry. In 
late spring, place it in a cool, 


shady spot bi your garden, 
moistening the soil occasionally. 
In early fall, long before 
frost, 
the 
plant 
should be 
brought indoors. When buds be­ 
gin forming again, start water­ 
ing it regularly, applying a 
soluble fertilizer bi-weekly. 
Like poinsettias, Christmas 
cactus needs long nights to 
flower properly. 
JERUSALEM CHERRY: This 
and other fruit - bearing minia­ 
ture plants 
such as dwarf 
lemons and oranges, like sun 
and a cool temperature, approxi­ 
mately 45 degrees Fahrenheit. 
Keep the soil uniformly moist. 
During the summer, sink plants 
to rim of pot in your garden 
and feed them regularly. Bring 
them indoors before first frost 
in the fall.

Tips To Keep The

Christmas decorations seem 
incomplete without a pot or two 
of colorful poinsettias. But what 
do you do with them and other 
Christmas-flowering plants dur­ 
ing and after the holidays? 


POINSETTIA: Discovered by 
Dr. Joel Roberts Poinsett in 
Mexico during the early 1800s, 
the plant the Mexicans call Flor 
de Noche Buena (Flower of the 
Blessed Night) has become one 
of our most popular and well­ 
known plants.

Foreign Accent 
Machine Works 
Special to the I-J 
SANTA BARBARA - Talking 
machines with foreign accents 
and a man who paints speech on 
cellophane are working to im­ 
prove our understanding of hu­ 
man communication and the ef­ 
ficiency of modern language 
teaching. 
The machines are part of the 
Speech Synthesis Project headed 
by linguist Pierre Delattre, pro­ 
fessor of French at the Univer­ 
sity of California, Santa Bar­ 
bara (UCSB). 
Dr. Delattre, who is skilled in 
the painting of speech patterns, 
describes his project as “ a 


unique research center for the 
study of the physical nature of 
speech and its perception.” 


Several of the project’s elec­ 
tronic machines produce artifi­ 
cial speech by a process which 
Dr. Delattre likens to a player 
piano which plays the notes on 
a roll of paper. 


1’These machines transform 
handpainted patterns of speech 
into intelligible sounds,” he ex­ 
plains. “ They permit one to 
make changes in those patterns 
in order to find what modifica­ 
tion of sound results from each 
change, and eventually to dis­ 
cover the musical cues by which 
vowels and consonants are per­ 
ceived.”

Enrollment at University of 
California campuses rose to 87,- 
036 students this fall, and 8.7 
per cent increase compared with 
last year, President Clark Kerr 
reports. 
Undergraduate enrollment at 
the nine campuses increased 9.8 
per cent, and graduate enroll­ 
ment is up 6.5 per cent. The to­ 
tals compare with 80,081 stu­ 
dents enrolled last fall. 
The three new campuses led 
in percentage increases: Irvine 
is up 49.6 per cent: Santa Cruz, 
PB S per cent; and Pan Diego, 
including the new Medical Cen­ 
ter, 62.4 per cent.

MULTIPLE SANTAS — A collection of Santa 
Clauses, or Saint Nicholas as he is known in Den­ 
mark, parades by “Bakken,” an amusement park 
near Copenhagen. 


In parts of China, he’s been 
known to arrive by ricksha. At 
Amsterdam’s harbor, he steps 
off a steamer astride a dazzling 
white horse. But for all his var 
ied appearances, he’s the same 
figure American children know 
to descend from a reindeer 
drawn sleigh — Santa Claus. 
Next to the Christ child, he is 
the figure most equated with 
gift-giving at Christmas. 
His critics deplore Santa for 
detracting from the religions 
significance of Christmas. But 
the historical and legendary 
roots of St. Nicholas, as Euro­ 
peans call him, trace back to 
the early Christian era. 
St. Nicholas, the bishop of 
Myra in Asia Minor, was born 
around the turn of the fourth 
century. Numerous good deeds 
and miracles were attributed to 
the saint. He was adopted as 
the patron saint of merchants, 
bakers and mariners. But he 
was most famous at the patron 
saint of children. 
Legend has it that St. Nicholas 
was orphaned as a young boy 
and left with a large fortune 
which, after he turned to the 
service of God, he distributed 
among the poor. His gifts were 
made anonymously, often drop­ 
ped at night through a window. 
Believing in the good works 
and miracles of the saint, chil­ 
dren started praying to him and 
observing his feast day, Dec. 6. 
Soon, the children in many Euro­ 
pean countries began writing 
Christmas present lists which 
they left on their window sills 
in hopes that the saint would 
deliver them to the Christ child. 
The custom is still practiced in 
Austria and Bavaria.

Deadly Heart 
Yeast Killed 
By Surgery 


NEW YORK (SS) - A yeast 
infection of the heart’s lining, 
always fatal in the past, has 
been cured with surgery in 
three cases, a team of doctors 
reported. 
The infection, Candida endo­ 
carditis, occurs when the in­ 
side of the heart has been dam­ 
aged by rheumatic fever or was 
defective at birth. The Candida 
yeast grows in the heart lining 
around the defect, usually a 
valve. Antibiotics are useless in 
combatting the infection. 
The first surgery was perform­ 
ed in 1960 on a man with a half 
inch patch of the yeast growing 
on the tricuspid valve, between 
the two right chambers of the 
heart. The infected portion was 
cut away in the unprecedented 
surgery, and the heart defects 
were repaired with stainless 
steel sutures, which would not 
support yeast growth. Six years 
later, the patient is a full-time 
worker with a normal life ex­ 
pectancy. 
Since then, three other pa­ 
tients, whose conditions were 
considered hopeless without the 
surgery, were operated on for 
destroyed aortic valves and ac­ 
companying yeast infections. In 
all three, the infections growth 
was removed and the aortic 
valve replaced with an artifi­ 
cial valve. Two of the patients 
were saved.

LOS ANGELES — A new mas­ 
ter’s degree program has be­ 
gun at UCLA this fall, filling 
the need for teachers who have 
majored in subjects they will 
teach. 
The degree will be known as a 
master of arts, teaching, and is 
being offered first in the physics 
department, according to Dr.

world over. They run and jump 
and laugh and play. 
The Brooklyn Museum 
be­ 
lieves that by playing with each 
other’s toys, children gain a 
better understanding of life in 
other countries. Based on this 
premise, their Gallery Shop be­ 
gan selling folk-crafted toys in 
1954. Now, 12 years later, they 
carry approximately 1,000 toys 
from all over the world. 
There are carved dancing 
bears from Russia, a spinning 
top from Kentucky, an Italian 
Noah’s ark with animals two- 
by-two. hand puppets from 
Germany, Czech corn husk 
dolls, a Nutcracker Suite sol­ 
dier nutcracker made in Ger­ 
many, a smiling frog bean 
bag made by the mother of 
one of the shop’s staff, a 
Yugoslav 
whistle, 
wooden 
blocks from Japan and so 
much more that it would stag­ 
ger the imagination of even 
the most wishful child. 
Because the toys were so suc­ 
cessful, with adults as well as 
children, the shop began collect­ 
ing folk 
art from 
some 65 
countries. 
“The Gallery Shop has friends 
who travel all over the world.” 
explains George Mangini, man­ 


ager. “When they come upon 
something they think will inter­ 
est us. they let us know. One 
woman 
drives 
straight 
from 
Mexico to the back door of the 
museum with her station wagon 
piled high with folk craft.” 
Many of the articles shown in 
the shop come from Mr. Man- 
gini’s knowledge of New York. 
“I travel from the dirtiest ware­ 
house to the most sublime Mad­ 
ison Avenue shop; from import­ 
ers to the Salvation Army.” 


He searches for one-of-a-kind 
items as well as the hardy 
perennials such as kites and 
mobiles.

are fewer and fewer craftsmen 
every year. Industrialization and 
factory assembly 
lines have 
come even to small, out-of-the- 
way islands.” 
Because the shop searches 
out and buys direct from its 
sources, prices are lower there 
than at shops that carry sim­ 
ilar merchandise. ‘‘We fry to 
keep our prices within reason 
so that anyone can buy here,” 
Mr. Mangini said. The net 
profit from sales goes back 
to the museum for its various 
programs. 
One of the museum’s pro­ 
grams is a concert or lecture 
for children every morning of 
the school year. 
“From noon 
until one the place is inundated J 
with kids,” Mr. Mangini com­ 
mented. He went on to say that 
because the children are so en­ 
thusiastic about the toys, they 
account for almost half the 
yearly proceeds of the shop.

JERUSALEM (AP) - T h e 
rocky hillside where “shepherds 
watched their flocks by night” 
as angels announced the birth 
of Jesus on the first Christmas 
is now barred to shepherds by 
a six-foot wire fence. 


Above the rock-hewn stable 
where Jesus lay in a manger, 
the neon lights of a ch a r c h 
flash “In Excelsis Deo,” and 
coffee cups clink in the “Mer­ 
ry Christmas Cafe.” 


The road which Joseph and 
Mary trudged

Nazareth to Bethlehem 19 cen­ 
turies ago is blocked by the ma­ 
chine guns and barbed wire of a 
United Nations armistice line. 
The holy l a nd of Christ — 
scourged and divided by vio­ 
lence through the ages—is again 
divided by the aftermath of war. 
Christmas is big business, and 
the neon tube has replaced the 
oil lamps of old Palestine.

from the Red Sea, and armed 
soldiers still strutting along the 
“Street of Sorrows” t h a t led 
Christ to the cross. 
The soldiers of today, how­ 
ever, are not sandal-clad cere­ 
monial troops, but tough, slit­ 
eyed legionnaires from Jordan’s 
desert army who carry their 
submachine guns at the ready, 
for modem war could break out 
any time across the holy city’s 
ancient walls.

The holy land and the city 
of Jerusalem, the cradle of 
Christendom, are divided like 
Berlin. Since the savage war 
of IMS between Israel and the 
Arabs, it bas been cot in two 
by the sandbags and shell- 
wreckage of no-man’s land, 
with Jordan jealously holding 
the old walled city and Israel 
living in the newer suburbs. 


As in Berlin, families are di­ 
vided, but border restrictions 
here are even stiffer than those 
of Communist East Germany. 
Carefully selected Arab Chris­ 
tians—but no Jordanians or Jew­ 
ish Israelis—can cross the barb­ 
ed wire at Christmas or Easter, 
tourists can cross one way but 
cannot return, and only U.N. 


personnel or diplomats can trav­ 
el freely back and forth. 


Even in the time of Jesus, 
Palestine was united from “Dan 
to Beersheba” only briefly un­ 
der Herod the Great. Today, the 
land is broken up into Jordan, 
Israel and the Egyptian-ruled 
Caza Strip, and U.N. truce 
forces keep peace on the fron­ 
tiers. 


Strife and division are an 
old story In the holy land, and 
even despite the threat of war, 
the atmosphere for visitors Is 
peaceful. Perhaps the most 
visible change over the cen­ 
turies is the proliferation of 
churches. 


The simple stable where Jesus 
was born is now sheathed in 
marble, and hung with lanterns 
and ikons. The rough s t o n e 
tomb where tradition says He 
was buried is now a Byzantine 
vault of pink marble, as fancy 
as a wedding cake. The hillside 
where His cross stood is hidden 
by rich golden mosaics and dec­ 
orations. 


The bleak Judean hills are 
still Biblical-looking, with olive 
groves and grazing sheep, but 
virtually every spot associated 
with Christ is now hung with 
lavish trappings. Even the shep­ 
herds’

YMCA and is reserved for wor­ 
shippers and carol singers. 


Some of the sacred struc­ 
tures—particularly the Church 
of the Holy Sepulchre a b o v e 
Christ’s tomb—are in a state of 
crumbling neglect, because until 
recently the various Christian 
sects that own them were so 
embittered by religious feuds 
that they refused to cooperate 
in repairing them. The religious 
feuds continue, resulting in oc­ 
casional 
fist 
fights 
in 
the 
churches, and one recent Christ­ 
mas Eve priests were throwing 
bottles at each other on the roof 
of Bethlehem’s Church of the 
Nativity. 


Western visitors often deplore 
the animosity among the re­ 
ligious leaders, and condemn 
what they think is disgraceful 


i vulgarity by Eastern worship­ 
pers, who sometimes brawl, 
perform sword dances or fire 
guns in the church courtyards. 
But other observers maintain 
this emotional exuberance mere­ 
ly means that religion to the 
Middle Easterner is a living 
thing, and that their approach 
is more realistic and natural 
than the sedate worship of West­ 
erners. 


Some Westerners also criti­ 
cize the commercialism of the 
religious tourist trade, th e 
presence of souvenir s h o p s 
near the churches, or the ex­ 
istence of such eyesores as 
the “Hinky Dink Bar” on the 
Way of the Cross. 


Officials 
retort, 
effectively, 
that Jerusalem is a living city, 
not a dead monument, that even 
in Christ’s day t h e r e w e r e 
money lenders right in the tem­ 
ple, and that with thousands of 
tourists converging on the holy 
land, commercial organization 
is both unavoidable and neces­ 
sary. 


The streets of Jerusalem to­ 
day do not date back to Biblical 
times — the city was reduced 
to rubble by the Romans in 70 
and 135 A. D. — but they do go 
back to the Crusades. And the 
flavor is there, in the sights and 
the crowds — hooded friars, pil­ 
grims from the Syrian desert, 
turbanned Copts from Egypt, 
robed Christians from Ethiopia, 
excited Armenians from Leb­ 
anon. The present day walls of 
the city are medieval, built 400 
years ago by the Turkish Sultan 
Suleiman the Magnificent. 


A Moslem m o s q u e now 
stands on the site of the Jew­ 
ish temple of Christ’s time. 
Beneath it still is the Jewish 
Wailing Wall, but no J e ws 
have been allowed to visit it 
since the 1948 war.

enough to eat, they might be. 
Or nearly. They might, for in­ 


stance, be crocheted snowflakes, 
dipped and starched in sugar, or 
gaily decorated angels m ade of 
bread dough. 


Both ornaments are offered 
this season by a well known 
Scandinavian import store in 
New York City as part of a 
growing trend in Christmas 
tree decoration—use of folk 
art. 


“ About 95 per cent of our or­ 
naments are hand-crafted,” said 
Stig Skoglund, who heads the 
store’s 
ornam ent 
departm ent. 
“ They are made of every con­ 
ceivable m aterial.” The store 
draws on the native skills of 
artists in 37 countries in addi­ 


tio n to the United States for its 
display. 


Whether they are owls made 
out of pinecones, stained glass 
stars 
in 
leaded 
fram es, 
or 
chunky balsa Santa Claus mo­ 
biles, the ornam ents have be­ 
come increasingly in demand, 
Skoglund noted, adding that a 
number of out-of-state custom­ 
ers annually send him checks 
for fixed amounts requesting 
only a representative selection 
of ornaments. 


Happily, the supply of decor­ 
ations is as much on the rise 
as the demand. Skoglund said 
he adds the work of at least 
15 new American craftsmen 
and women to his stock each 
year. 


The ornam ents are made by 
people of varying backgrounds 
—housewives, 
working 
girls, 
schoolgirls, hospital patients, in 


addition to artists. Skoglund had 


received hand-painted stockings 
and paper tree mobiles from a 
! nurse in Texas, airy threaded 
| balls from a doctor’s wife in 
! Rhode Island, fused glass orna- 
1 inents from a Connecticut wom­ 
an who formerly taught at the 
Museum of Modern Art in New 
York, lace and paper angels 
; made by a group of women in 
Schenectady to support the lo­ 
cal art museum. 


In Skoglund’s native Sweden, 
ornaments are m ade as therapy 
by patients in hospitals for the 
disabled and distributed for sale 
here by an organization formed 
to revive folk art In that coun­ 
try. Carving of Jultom tens — 
gnome-like figures popular a? 
Swedish household guardians — 
was once a national pastime to 
fill the long cold winters. More 
recently it has fallen into dis­ 
favor with the younger popula­ 
tion who seek more lucrative 
enterprises, Skoglund said.

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Glogg Party - 
Is Increasing 
In Popularity 


It started a long time ago, 
but it keeps increasing in favor. 
We’re talking about the custom 
of giving a Glogg Party, a de­ 
licious idea borrowed from Swe- 
dish-American holiday entertain­ 
ment. 
What’s a Glogg Party? It’s 
a get-together at which a be­ 
guiling hist spiced wine — lac­ 
ed with brandy and enlivened 
v^ith raisins and almonds is 
served. 
We suspect that the Glogg 
Party continues to catch on be­ 
cause if a simple version of the 
drink is prepared, it’s such an 
easy party to give. It’s perfect­ 
ly appropriate to serve nothing 
more than Christmas cookies 
and fruitcake with the glogg. 
When we tried the following 
recipe for glogg at our house, 
we found it was a good brew. 
We used glass punch cups for 
serving it and had demi-tasse 
spoons at hand for easy retriev­ 
al of the enticing wine-soaked 
raisins and the almonds. Unlike 
old-time recipes for glogg, this 
one does not call for stgar — 
for when the raisins are eaten 
as the warm concoction is sip­ 
ped, they provide sweetness. 
leap dark seedless raisins 
leap phis I whole bottle 
(4/S quart) ruby-type port 
I bottle (4/S quart) dry red 
wine (claret or burgundy) 
cardamom seeds 
3 sticks cinnamon 
Long strips of rind (colored 
part only) from I medium 
orange 
I cup brandy (80 proof) 
V.■ cup slivered blanched al­ 
monds 
Rinse the raisins in hot water 
and drain; turn into a small con­ 
tainer with the I cup port; al­ 
low to stand at room tempera­ 
ture overnight. 
Into the top part of a chafing 
dish turn tile 4/5 quart of port, 
dry red wine, cardamon seeds, 
cinnamon 
and 
orange 
rind. 
Drain the port from the raisins 
and add it; reserve the raisins. 
Heat (on the kitchen range) un­ 
til just below the boiling point; 
simmer for about 15 minutes or 
until, on tasting, the spices and 
orange rind have given off their 
good flavors. Strain. Stir in the 
brandy; reheat, if you like, but 
do not boil. 
Place over hot water in the 
chafing-dish stand; light heat 
under the chafing dish to keep 
the glogg warm. Turn the re­ 
served raisins and the almonds 
into a serving dish (keeping 
them in s e p a r a t e piles). To 
serve, spoon some of the rai­ 
sins and almonds into glass 
punch cups; ladle in the warm 
glogg. Makes IO to 12 servings. 
Recipe Notes: Cardamom 
seed may be bought two ways 
—removed from the pods or 
in the pods.

recipe, count the seeds out of 
the pods. 


When the glogg is tasted, be­ 
fore the brandy is added, a few 
more cardamom seeds may be 
added if the cardamom flavor 
is not vigorous. If at this point 
the cinnamon and orange fla­ 
vors are strong enough, just 
fish out the sticks and rind. 
Some glogg-makers like to tie 
the spices in a small cheese­ 
cloth bags so they can be eas­ 
ily removed, but in testing this 
recipe we did not do this. 
A casserole over a candle- 
warmer may be used instead of 
a chafing dish. 


The glogg should not be so 
hot that it cannot be safely 
ladled into glass punch cups. 
If punch cups are not at hand, 
glass mugs or regular bever­ 
age glasses may be used. 
The most charming and best 
organized glogg parties that we 
have ever attended are those 
given each year by Dr. Flor­ 
ence L. Swanson of Montclair, 
N.J. Dr. Swanson makes her 
glogg from a much more elab­ 
orate recipe than the one we 
have given you. And with the 
glogg she not only offers cookies 
and fruitcake, but also salty- 
type canapes because she says 
—and her guests agree—that 
these “can stand up to so vital 
a drink as glogg.” 
To prepare these canapes, Dr. 
Swanson uses medium-weight 
rye wafers. A spread of cream 
cheese mixed with mayonnaise 
goes over the wafers, then some 
are topped with anchovy filets, 
some with strips of smoked sal­ 
mon, and some with black cav­ 
iar. 
The tray holding the can­ 
apes is garnished with pars­ 
ley. but no garnish goes on the 
tidbits themselves. 
Dr. Swanson also serves Scan­ 
dinavian-type cheese—a white 


variety that includes caraway 
seed and a caramel-color vari­ 
ety that has an interesting 
sweet taste and is called Gje­ 
tost. The cheese is cut in cubes 
and offered with paper-thin rye 
wafers. 


When Dr. Swanson first began 
giving her glogg parties, she ad­ 
hered to the traditional Swedish 
practice of flaming the brandy 


over sugar cubes each time she 
added it to a batch of the spiced 
wine. If the party is a large one, 
and a number of batches of 
glogg are served, this can keep 
a hostess pretty busy. Nowa­ 
days, when Dr. Swanson’s party 
guests may number as many 
as 50, she omits the flaming be­ 
cause then she has more time 
to enjoy her company.

To form tiers of branches, 
Toby folded the seals tightly at 
the center of a fanning circle of 
pleated seals. The lower, widest 
tier is five seals wide; the one 
above is four seals wide; next 
three, then two, and the narrow 
topmost tier is also two seals 
wide, but the upper one is fold­ 
ed to form a triangle. 
Looping bows, favorites of this 
artist, are easy to make from 
Christmas Seal “ribbons” — sin­ 
gle rows of seals pasted back to 
back. Toby uses seal ribbons to 
color-spark green boughs for the 
front door and for petal-like 
bows for important packages. 
Using a tool of his present 


business 
affiliation, 
Eubanks’ 
Florist in Larkspur, Toby uses 
florist wire to make a corsage 
comprised of tiny sprays of 
Christmas Seal “flowers.” 


“Christmas Seals are part 
of our holiday tradition. Use 


them on packages and for holi­ 
day decorating, as well as on 
greeting cards,” Toby urges. 
“And if you haven’t received 
yours or need extras, call the 
Marin Tuberculosis and Health 
Assn.” 


That red, double-barred cross 
on the Christmas Seals you stick 
on greeting cards and packages 
—did you ever wonder about it? 
You probably know it’s the 
“trade mark” of the Marin 
and other tuberculosis asso­ 
ciations and that some call it 
the Cross of Lorraine. 
But do you know it was used 
a thousand years before the 
Christian era in Egypt? It was 
hung over doorways as a symbol 
of goodness. 
After that, the cross drops out 
of the history parade for a thou­ 
sand or so years and reappears 
in the rich symbolism of the 
Catholic church. It was used 
more frequently by the Greek 
Orthodox church than by the 
Roman Catholic church, and it 
figured prominently in Byzan­ 
tine architecture. 


One source of the name 
“Cross of Lorraine” was the 
birthplace of the French noble­ 
man from the Province of Lor­ 
raine who carried it as his 


another name: J e r u s a l e m 
Cross. 
In the 15th Century, Joan of 
Arc used the cross as her ban­ 
ner’s emblem and it was again 
known as the Cross of Lorraine, 
since Joan, also, was a native of 
that province. 
The Masonic order has used 
the cross for centuries, and dur­ 
ing World War II it played an­ 
other historic role as symbol of 
the Free French. 
The Christmas Seal cross was 
adopted as a symbol of the fight 
against tuberculosis in 1902, four 
years before the National Tuber­ 
culosis Assn. was organized. 
In 1902 scientists, physicians 
and laymen from all over the 
world gathered in Paris to plot

Plague that was killing more 
victims than all the wars of his­ 
tory. Since the TB fight was 
world-wide, it was agreed its 
global nature should be symbol­ 
ized by a universal emblem. 
Dr. Gilbert Sersiron of Paris 
proposed tbe Cross of Lorraine 
because he felt a symbol of 
tbe days of tbe crusades would 
be appropriate since the anti- 
TB fight was in the spirit of a 


crusade. 
In 1904 the new National Tu­ 
berculosis Assn. 
adopted the 
double-barred cross as its sym- J 
bol. and affiliated state and local i 
associations have continued its 
use. 
* 
The cross did not appear on 
* 
Christmas Seals, however, until r 
1919, the year the sixteenth seal 
was issued. Previous issues car- .. 
ried the Red Cross alone or, in 
1919, both the single- and double- . 
barred crosses. 
This year’s Christmas Seal is 
the sixtieth. And, as they have 
from the beginning, the seals 
are still financing the long, hard 
and extremely expensive fight to ‘ 
eradicate tuberculosis.

Starting at the rim of the circle, 
put a dab of glue on your larg­ 
est, flattest pieces. Place them 
so they overlap each other and 
the edge of the cardboard. Then 
working circularly, always re­ 
membering to overlap, glue 
each piece of material into 
place. Use the rounder nuts to­ 
ward the center to give height.

Tijuana's Party 
For Poor Growing 


TIJUANA, M e x i c o (AP) - 
Streaming from cardboard, tin 
and mod shacks, thousands of 
Tijuana’s poorest gather each 
year to celebrate Christmas. 
Shoeless children, mothers with 
babies, the blind, the crippled, 
the elderly start arriving at 
Caliente Race Track even before 
dawn. 
From noon until after dark 
the Impoverished Mexicans re­ 
ceive a shopping bag of food 
per family, and each child re­ 
ceives a toy. Some families get 
no further than a few hundred 
yards from the exit before they 
sit to eat from the bag. 
In order to get one of the al­ 
most 20,000 tickets a family has 
to be among the most destitute 
of Tijuana’s poor. It is not un­ 
usual to see very large families 
at the party, for everyone knows 
that parents who get no ticket 
send their children along with 
those who do. But no one asks 
questions. When the families 
with tickets have gone through 
the line, the food and gifts are 
passed out until there are no 
more. Even so, thousands more 
wait outside hoping. 
“We simply never can take

Jingles Cash Boxes 


A weary dime store clerk in 
Portland, Ore., goes through the 
counter helping an 5-year-old 
towhead find something for her 
mother—for less than $1. 
In New York, a slinky blonde 
models a full-length mink coat 
for a man sipping martinis. 
It is the rush hour before 
Christmas; everywhere from the 
bargain basements to the haute 
couture salons, as cash registers 
jingle merrily. 


There are glad tidings for 
retailers with sales running 
into billions of dollars. 


For the toy people, the record 
makers, the lingerie set, the 
apparel manufacturers, the per­ 
fume companies and many oth­ 
ers, it is the biggest season of 
the year, and each year it gets 
bigger. 
Many stores have hired spe­ 
cial shoppers to handle the lists 
of those with few ideas but more 
money. 


In recent years, the women’s 
specialty stores have added 
Men Only clubs and lounges to 
help red-faced males through 
the fluff. 


For those who can’t face the 
crowds, there are Christmas 
catalogs — selling everything 
from kitchen gadgets to Chinese 
junks. 
Officially, the shopping season 
begins the day after Thanks­ 
giving. 
There are those who brag they 
finished their shopping before 
Labor Day, but late in Decem­ 
ber you never would know it in 
the stores. 
“ There are no lookers or 
browsers the day before Christ­ 
mas,’’ a New York merchant 
said. “ That always is the day 
that everybody buys.” 


Some of the biggest buyers 
are teen-agers. 
The nation’s 12 million teen­ 
aged girls accounted for $452.6 


million of the 1965 Christmas 
spending, according to a maga­ 
zine (Seventeen) study.

More than one-half of all the 
money spent on toys is spent 
during November and Decem­ 
ber and total sales this year 
are expected to run over $1.5 
billion.

This Season's Dolls Have 
Relatives Dating To Romans 


By ELIZABETH BASSETT 


Some of the newest dolls un­ 
der the Christmas tree this year 
have relatives hundreds of years 
old. 
Greek and Roman girls play­ 
ed with their clay dolls until 
ihortly before marriage. Then, 
to show they were no longer 
interested in childish things, the 
dolls were given to the goddess 
of unmarried girls. Girls in an­ 
cient Crete played with dolls 
beautifully dressed in the fash­ 
ion of the day. 
Fashion dolls were first used 
in France about 600 years ago. 
These large “ fashion babies” 
(the word “ doll” came into be­ 
ing around 1750) were sent 
abroad to show the latest French 
styles. Only the rich could af­ 
ford these dolls, and kings and 
queens sent them to one another. 
Later on, the arrival of fashion 
dolls in the American colonies 
caused a great stir. Newspapers 
would announce their arrival 
and how much it would cost to 
see them. 


Meet early Americans could 


not afford imported dolls, and 
they were too exquisite to be 
played with. So the early set­ 
tlers whittled dolls from wood 


or cut them from cloth and 
dressed them like their own­ 
ers. 


A more recent cloth doll, or 
rag doll, is the now classic Rag 
gedy Ann. She and her brothe 
Raggedy Andy, haven’t change: 
much since their introduction in 
1914. They still have stringy rec 
hair, but their candy hearts 
have been replaced by music 
boxes. 
Until about 1879 most dolls 
looked like serious adults. Be­ 
cause it was the fashion for 
women to have small feet, do 
feet were too small for their 
bodies. Only a few dolls were 
made to look like children. Their

W ar Toys Protested, But Still 


Popular With Most Youngsters 


By SALLY RYAN 
In San Francisco, an antiwar 
group collected war toys for 
the Pentagon to drop to Viet 
namese children. 
In New York, women carry­ 
ing black umbrellas daubed 
"Toy Fair or Warfare" picketed 
the annual Toy Fair for the 
third straight year. 
A hand-painted sign “No War 
Toys" hangs in the window of a 
Greenwich Village toy store. 
In recent years, vocal groups 
—mainly women—have pro­ 
tested the sale of war toys, 
claiming children who learn 
to glorify violence are much 
more likely to unleash it when 
they grow up. 
Now the toy manufacturers 
age fighting back. 
"Toys don’t create war," said 
Jerome M. Fryer, president of 
the Toy Manufacturers of the 
U.S.A., Inc. "Wars create toys. 
"Unless you eliminate the 
adult activity, you can’t stop the 


child from duplicating it. If you 
took away dolls, would girls 
stop having babies?” he asked.

'Messiah/ 
The Way It 
Was Written 


By MARY CAMPBELL 
This Christmas, record buyers 
will be able to hear Handel’s 
“Messiah” just about the way 
Handel composed it. Modern au­ 
diences are used to full orches­ 
tra and a chorus of 250 or more 
singers. But Handel didn’t write 
it that way. 
Musicologist Watkins Shaw 
has found that Handel con­ 
ducted a comparatively small 
orchestra and chorus, and that 
the nu mb e r of performers 
varied. For example, if there 
were three good high sopranos 
available, he used three. It 
he could find only two, he used 
two. 
R o b e r t Shaw (no relation) 
conducted the new recording 
during one summer week in New 
York City. He is assistant con­ 
ductor of the Cleveland Sym­ 
phony and Chorus, but, surpris­ 
ingly, had never conducted a 
“big” “Messiah.” For this new 
RCA release, he used a 35-piece 
orchestra, his 31-member cho­ 
rale and four soloists — Judith 
Raskin, Florence Kopleff, Rich­ 
ard Lewis and Thomas Paul. 
When the recording was fin­ 
ished, Robert Shaw sat down to 
talk about it. He said that the 
“Hallelujah Chorus , ” as the 
most familiar part of the work, 
undoubtedly will be the most 
talked about. At first, he said, 
the small sound will shock listen­ 
ers. But he likes the “lean, 
clear, beautiful” sound that lay­ 
ers of harmonies covered before. 
He believes this is the fast- 
est-tempo “Messiah” on rec­ 
ord—for the same reason a 
squad walks faster than an 
army. 
Shaw said he noticed Handel 
used the concerto grosso style, 
alternating the use of a few in­ 
struments with the entire or­ 
chestra. His theory about this is 
that Handel was motivatd less 
by aesthetics than by practical­ 
ity

More bicycles are Mid during 
the Chistmas .shopping season 
than at any other time of the 
year. 
Parents gaaAdftg these 
purchases should keep certain 
accident hazards In mind. 
Two kinds efbraJuiig sys­ 
tems for bicycles are current­ 
ly available. The simpliest to 
operate is the coaster brake, 
which requires only that the 
direction of the pedals be re­ 
versed. To apply reverse pedal 
pressure the arms are used 
to push the main weight of the 
body back from the handle 
bars and onto the pedals. This 
bracing action tends to keep 
the rider from being pitched 
headlong over the front wheel 
as the cycle stops. 
J # 
Becoming increasingly popu­ 
lar with youngsters are bicycles 
with gears which permit the use 
of multipie speeds. Usually, such 
cycles are equipped with brakes 
operated by special grips ap­ 
plied to the handle bars. Cables 
transmit the pressure from one 
hand grip to the front wheel and 
from the other grip to the rear 
wheel. 
If equal pressure is applied to 
both wheels the braking action 
of this system is excellent, but 
obtaining this result requires a 
degree of skill not possessed by 
all children. It too often hap­ 
pens that most of the braking 
is applied to the front wheel, 
flipping the bike so that the 
rider is thrown headfirst to the 
pavement. 
Hand brakes also add to the 
risk of severe Injury by en­ 
couraging 
coasting 
with 
the 
weight suspended over the handle 
bars instead of back over the 
pedals. 


In addition, parents consid­ 
ering the purchase af bicycles 
should ponder the availability 
in their neighborhoods of areas 
safe for cyclists. 


Physicians are reporting more 
fatalities and serious head in­ 
juries from falls, particularly 
from bicycle accidents, in the 5 
to 15 age group than all other 
causes combined. Here are four 
suggestions for reducing the 
danger to your child: 
1. Give more thought to match­ 
ing the bike to U p h ill of tile 
rider. Beware oThand brakes 
for younger children. 
2. Provide a hard helmet, sim­ 
ilar to those worn by motorcyc­ 
lists, to be worn while bicycling. 
I. Make certain that lights 
(the tail light in particular) are 
installed, maintained, and used 
when your youngster rides in 
darkness or times of poor visi­ 
bility such as dawn, dusk, rain 
or fog. 
4. If your neighborhood does 
not provide safe areas for bi­ 
cycling, consider the selection 
of a different gift.
